the Roonselahs are stated to have siist.iiucd <1 loss of lOf) 
men killed, and 200 wounded. ^Inrdeti Sing having proved 
a more formidable enemy, than the Court of Uerar had exm 
pected to cope with, it was commonly reported, tliatSaadnt 
Alt^han was about to tako the Held, with a force of 
10,000 men, for the purpose of condiicling the siege of 
Gifrrah Kotali in person. The place *was strongly garri. 
sonedj and well supplied with provisions aud ammunition. 


It appears by our advices from Bnnddciind, that

He 
w.'i^ ex’perted to mnkt^ his appranince, as soon as thebri- 
vtrs shonUl rise suftieicntly, to impede the* rapid move., 
ment gf our troops ; and some of his Sirdars having ' 
already bf gun to approach our poMiioiis, it was even doubt- 
ed, whether a more immediate attack might not, be in hii 
coil loir, i'll at ion. 

On the mnnnii" of the ^f)ih ilftmo,* a strong "and 
well (‘(piippcd paity was detached from Major Kelly *s 
camp,* fur purpose of dlblodgsng a body of GopauPs^ 
peopb», 'vho had lakonpost in a small fortified house situat. 
fit i'.i tin- <« niro of the jungle. Tills party was expected 
to u:«ch its diblinition in the course of the 30th; and, 
av lie- flic my. by e\cry account, were unprepared for any 
seiious oppe silioit, it was not doubled, but that they vroalcl 
< ill er^capitulalo immediately to our (lefachment, or eva- 
cuate ihe place on their appioach. In case, however, any 
unfor. *eeii obslacles should arise, Major Kelly 'was pro. 
p..ic \ tobiipportthe detachment in person, with ^n ad- 
di‘** »'iul foicc, which wdbld be re^dj tonoarch by the 1st cur- 

itn^f 

We are happy to add, that the course of measures adopL- 
cd in that quaiter, had eilictua ly coiitrihnted fo restore'' 
-confidence to the inhabitants of (he Knrkeriittee district, 
who had been driven from their h* mes by the alarm of the 
late invasion and (hut ihf’y were very gencra'ly returnin'*’ 
figaiii to ihtir wonted occupations. ^ 


We mentioned in our last number, that the Native adt 
vic'is from the Punjab gave reason to believe, that SoeiaK 
uI.Mooik, the ilespused King of Cabul, was again oq the 
•bajiKs of the IiuUts, in considerab'e force. ’ The ukbart 
slate, that he had succeeded in assembling' an army of 
Dooraunefs and and Afghans, with whom he had taken 
the field, and had .M*t out for Peshour, w-iih the design of 
attempiing auoihir stinggle for hit throue. The' same ac- 
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eoiinfs add, tlial; fi;rca(: distr<>ss for mon^y prcTallod in the 
camp of his rival, Mahommcd Shah, and that the troops 4 
of the latter were much in arrear ; an observation whichy 
ve believe is pretty generally applicable to the camps 
and troops of all Oriental potentates. 

It does not appear, that Rnnjeet Sing had prosecuted 
his operations against the fort of Mooltan. Some arrange* 
ment seems to have been effected with the Raj:^ of thgj^

foolk; in cnn.ceqnctice of which, Hunjeet, accompanied 
by his army, Jiad returned to Lahore. 

We have yet heard nothing further of the proceedings, of 
Ameer Khan in Jaypore. That chieftain, in his progress^ 
to Mewar, is stated ^to have levied a consideral^e sum on* 
the Kotah Rajah. 

Khoshaleeram, the confidential Vakeel of the R<i}ah Of 
Jaypore, and wh') is said to he invested with the chief atu 
thority and influence ill that state, proceeded, some time 
in May, (if we may credit the Ilindoostan ntspapers,) on 
amission to the Rajah of Macherry* * 

Late letters vfrom the Nocth.east frontier of ' BengaT, 
mention the occurrence of a slight disturhanre in that, 
quarter, connected with some local dissen^^ions in the 
tiei^ihouring kingdom of Assam. A rebel chieftain he* 
longing to the latter state, having usurped (he inherf* 
tance of his brother's family, had contrived to obtain tho 
secret support of tho Rajah of BiMiee, an extensive land* 
holder, who, besides the territories which he owns within 
the Company’s Provinces, has considerable possessinnt 
in the adjacent Bootan country. To prevent the Buf* 
rapooken of Assam, from restoring his brother’s heir t4> 
(he estate, of which he had deprived him, this chieftain 
.sent the boy, accompanied by his mother and sister, into 
the custody of Bisnec Rajah ; and, at the same time, com* 
mitted'his own wife and chiUlreii to the Rajah’s protec* 
tion. The party entered the British territories,' escorted 
by some men, deputed for that purpose by the Bisnec Ra« 
jah, and accompanied by an elephant, (he property of 
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the despoiled family, which the usurper intended as apre« 
seui to his coadjutor. The Hannce, however, privately con- 
trived to despatch this elephant, under charge of her 
Dewan, to the care of the OlBcer commanding the British; 
oi^iiosts at Jagagapah. The elephant was seized, 0(1 
the road, by IheBisnec pooplc. But, early iniimalion of 
the circumstance being conveyed to the Oiiicer in qnesti^ 
^li, he immediately despatched a liavildar’s party for 
the protoctioii of the property. In the • mean time, the 
elephant was rescued and brought in by a party of Polled 
Bnrkundasses from the Tannah at Goalpaph. On the 
night previous to the arrival of (he party* from Jaga. 
ppah, the Bisne people, alarmed by the discovery of the 
t transaction, sent back the boy and his mother, to the 
usurper «ou the other side of the Brahmapootra* The 
lister however remained ; and, on the arrival of the 
9 cpoyi, sho took advantage of some remissness on the 
part of her attendants, to (ly from their custody and 
throw herself on the protection of the British party.*-*" 
The Jflavild.ir, having no orders on the mbjcct, de- 
clined to* interfere. The unfortunate girl was then pur* 
•lied by her female attendants, who, with five or isix 
of the men, presently overtook and seized her, just 
as she was passing a imall Itream, which* Jay across the 
road* A struggle ensued ; during which, one of thO 
rulTians thrust her head under water, and attempted (<> 
drown her. Sho was only rescued from this situition 
t)y the prompt assistance cf the Ilavildav and Bur^ 
kundasses who knocked down the assailant, and com* 
pellcd the others to desist from their purpose. She threw 
her arms round tho llaviidar, entreating him to save 
Wr, and saying, that she would certainly be put to de- 
ath, if she was (taken, and that on no consideration 
whatever would hhc return to Assam. The man was moved 
by hersituation ; and, though surrounded by a crew whti 
threatened violence to htmicif^ his presence of mind,* 
aided by a very manly appearance, enabled bim to< 
lialUc their menaces, aniT to conduct the lady in ikfety to 
poalparah. There she remained, underthe protection of 
the Police, at the dale of these aecounts* .The Bisnee 
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Xajali liad deputed a Vakeel, to •claim t|ia elepkant, and 
had sent a party to seize his Agent at Goalparah, on acn 
count of Us In neglecting to foiuard to his^ 

master an early intivnation of the tiansactioiu In tha 
mean \^hli^, tho matUr had been made a snbjpc t of cor« 
respondenco, bol\\<eu the Magistrate at Iluiigpore^id 
the Assam govcruinenf, — the icsult of which would 
probably deleimiiie the fate ot the pailies.

Thcf Fleet ol Indiamen, vliicli sailed from Portsmouth* 
on the 14th of March, and whose arrival at Madras we 
^dhnonncetl in oitr extra publication of Thursday evening, 
parted, off the Cape, from four other ships, the William 
PUi^ Cet/lon^ Astell and Euphrates^ wliscli had been 
stracted to touch at that settlement. 

A number of recruits for His Majesty’s Regiments now 
in India, have been sent out on the Fleet. No entire 
corps, however, has arrived, 

The Elphin9ione parted from the Adjred and Woodford^ 
near the entrance of the Bay, and proceeded on her voyage 
to Bombay. 

The fblibwiitg are the chief heads of intelligence, which 
we have received from the Isle of France by the ffarriel,* 

Two ships of War had recently arrived at that set. 
tlcment from Europe, The a fine National Fru 

gate of 44 guns, came in, some time in the course of 
May, and was lying in Black River, ready to put to sea 
on the first opportunity. The other, a Privateer at 30 
guns, named the Kiigcwe, arrived on the 1st of June, 
after a passageof only 73 days from Bourdeaux ; and she 
also was at anchor in the Black River. * ^ 

f/Fhe Portii|^se Frigate Minerva had been * fitted 
out at the Mpritiiis, with a pretty full complement of 
ineO, and had sailed on a cruize on the 14th of March, in 
company with the Bellamy and thc^ captured Sloop of 
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War Fici-or^ which had also been oommSssioned and 
e(|uipped. The Minerva moniiled pieces of ordnance. 

It was generally beliefcd) that these ships were destined 
for the Mosauibique channel, to erutzc there for the 
outward-lioiiiid fleet of Bombay and China ships. If 
this was their purpoee, we have reason to congratuiflto 
04i*rsclve3 on, its entire failure. Our private advices from 
Madras however, give us reason to prosninc, that this 
squadron had subsequently directed its course to Uie West'* 
Coast of Sumatra, from whence It would probably prom 
ceed to the northward and make a sweep of the ' Bay. 
Captain Maurice, (who, some weeks ago, was erroneously, 
reported, to hllve been killrdt in a duel at Ceylon,) had, 
arrived in safety at the of France, where he had been • 
reinstated in tlic comiuand of his former ship the Victor^ 
There is some foundation, we understand, for Ihe stOia 
ry of the quarrel, in which that Oflicer was said to have 
lost his life — the affair, however, had no fatal terminatu

teen. pounders, were at anchor in Port Napoleon, when 
the cartel sailed. They had a fult stock of water, pro. 
vi&ioivr, and ammunitron on board, and were expected to 
put to sea immediately, with the intention of scouring 
the Bay of Bengal and the West Coast, during the ensu. 
ing months of September, October and November^ 

The Fenrts^ and her prizes the Minerva, and Fhtor^ " 
'a'Cre. accounted extremely forttunate, in the first iu.stance,, 
in having gained Port Napoleou, \vithout molestation 
The blockade had been raised, only a few hours before, 
in cbnsequcnco of our sqqadron having been called ofl*, 
by 'a signal for a strange saii made by one of the small 
crutzeris in, th.e olfiug. When the* English ships again 
hove in sight, the enemy were close in to the iiasbour. 

It appears, that Commodore Rowley still coniman(f«*d 
the blov.kading squadioii off the Mauritius, liuMug shiftciil 
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Us flag from on board the Rauonable^ Nrhich had returned 
to England, into the Boadhea Frigate. He had the 
Magkienna^ Nereid^ and Iphigeuiti^ under his couimaiid. 

Ihe Sir Francis Drake and'another vessel of the squa« 
dron had been detached, it is said, to take possession of 
a small settlement, called Dio Gracia, the population of 
'Vhich was composed of only two Europeans and a few 
Negroes. 

Lieutdhant. Colonel Keating, the British Commanding 
Officer at Rodrigues, was on board the Commodore’s 
flag.ship, when the cartel camt away. He had been cm. 
ployed in taking soundings and making other observations, 
along the coasts of the French islands. 

A very gallant exploit was performed, a short time 
before tne Harrietts departure, by a dctacliiqent of men 
horn His Majesty's Frigate Nereide, — ^The Commander 
•f that ship having received iuttilligeiice, that a small 
armed schooner, the ilcctest ve^el belonging to the isUnd, 
bad been fitted out to convey ' important despatches to 
France, and was just ready to start from Port Jaquete 
(a smalfharbotir of the Mauritius he landed, daring the 
night, a party of seamen and marines, at a spot about teq 
miles distant. The party came suddenly on the enemy, 
and in an instant carried by storm '.two very stron^^ 
batteries, erected for the defence of the coast. They 
then pointed the guns against the Schooner, whicq 
made no resistance, but struck her colours iiiiin^idleiy. 
i^nd, gfter spiking the guns, they brought off'thMr 
prize in triumph, with the Commandaut of the post their 
prisoner. This ailair, we under&tind, was a subject of 
• much chagrin to the geverumeiit and inhabitants of the 
Island ; who declared, that nothing short of insanity could 
have suggested such an enterprise. Three days after.t 
wards, a flag of truce was sent in, witi^t|ie Military Com. 
maadant, and the crew of the Schooner (amounting to^ IQ 
men) on board, who were exchanged for an equal numbej 
of English soldiers. A Mldsltlpman and one of the Seg. 
inen yf the Nereicfc, 5ost their lives on the occasion. 

Since writing the above, we have been favoured wUh 
gitatepient somewhat more circumstantial of this wejj^ 
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conducted c?itftrprr/.e, which, as it varies in . one or Iwa 
pariiciilars from the story previously communicated to us^ 
wc shall gi\c in the words of the narrutor. 

The i\'ereide Frigate, on the 25th of April, about 
2 o'clock in the morning, landed about one hundr.ed 
^^•inen, four miles to the southward of Port Jaquete, and 
** marched ifp to the fort. At break of day, they toolc 
‘‘ possession of the batteries, spiked all tlie guns, and car-i^ 
ri«'d off the Commandant (a Lieut, t in the 

French service*,) iiml sixteen men. While proceedinjg 
“ with tin ir prisoners to the frigate, they boarded and 
** cairiedoff a National Schooner, with her Cummandcr 
(a iiieuleiiaiit) and his crew. On the 27th of the same 
month, a ll g of truce was sent out to the ^ ommodore* 
of the r.nglisli squadron, from General De(*aeu for tlio 
release of the Lieutenant.Colonel, which was itnmedia. 
tely complied uith, In exchange for sixteen Priv&$^ 
of II. M 69th Hegimeiit.^' 

* A general expectation appears to have prevailed at the 
Mauritius, that a descent on the Island would shortly b« 
attempted by the Fjiiglish. On tbal subjrct', lioueviV, there 
was no particular or extraordinary alartii, — rumours of the 
same (b'^ci'iptiuii ii.'uing been cireniated, aliiiust without 
inlernnscion, dining the coiiiw; pf the two preceding 
years. In the event of their expectations being ui leiigtii 
realized, the chief anxiety of the majority of the inbah. 
Itanis ;ippeared to be, that their private proper'y should 
be pi'userved, and (hat the invading force should be 
Siillicien ly formidable, to carry the place at once, and 
exonerate them from the datsger and trouble of a protiact* 
cd contest.

They had iiiaik* a fr»Hles$ attempt to ob- 
tain, a loan from the iiihiibitaiits ; who were too welt 
iiMitrncti d by ili; fait*, of their property on a former oc^ 
casion, to iove.'^t it again in bilN on the French govegi. 
Meat. Athnigtii, however, their distress uas relieved, 
the inoitgage of the ITnilcd liin,;Uom and CharlUn.

The event, to which it relates, lias been made the subject 
of charges against me, which it is absolhtely necessary 
far my honor and my interest, that i should refute. I 
trust, that the opinion of the public with respect to the 
merits of the case will in no long t\pie be fixed, and that 
the English, who nftist of course have been influenced by 
Captain Hart’s report, will acknowledge their error, and 
will gdmit, that my conduct has been absolutely irre.

Report of Captain C. Dupont, relative to the capture of 
the 'Carav’au, the English Frigate fox. Captain 
Uart^ 



CACeUTTA VOVTVtT JOVtLJKkLf 

On the 93d of Maich, 1809, at 6 A. M., beSn^ 9 
leagurs distant from Point Japara, on my way from Ba. 
tavia to Rambang (on the Ule of Java,) and the wind 
blowing lightly from the West, I perceived a sail to (he 
N. N. K. At 8 A. M. r recognized her to be a ship of 
war, and immediately stood tothie southward, forSamarang, 
coasting along the shore ofJapara with a. very gentle 
breeze. At 8 in the evening, I gained a Dutch fort^ 

^ and ran^close in under the guns, far the protection ef my 
vessel. I now found, that my pursuer was an English Fri* 
gate, whose boats I had repulsed in Batavia Hoads, oa 
She night of the IStb, when an attack was made by them 
on my ship, and on an Arab vessel having on board only 
* about 98 or 30 men. Expecting that I should receive 
iuppoi;^ from the Fort, and succenrs of troops from the, 
shore, I proceeded immediately to make arrangements 
for defending the vessel anew, and for again repulsing the 
enemy* With this view, I despatched a Dutch passen* 
ger, whom 1 had on board, te acquaint the Command* 
er of the post with my situation. At the same time, I 
brougl|)t two of my guns to bear, and sent the women 
and children below. AH these arrangements were made in 
haste ; for the English Frigate pursued me so fast, that 
^6 came to an anchor by a quarter past g. She fired from 
40 to 50 shot, hardly* arty of which, reached me ; anil 
then put out her boats, to the number of ftve, and sent 
them towards the Caravan* When they approached 
within half cannon-shot, 1 discharged my two pieces ef 
ordnance, and also opened a fire ^ musq^etry, ifirected 
by some of my best men, who were stationed with myself 
on the poop. 1'he enemy, observing these preparations, 
directed his boats towards our bows, whieh being deserted 
by the iascars, were immediately carried. Having received 
no aid either from the guns or garrison of the Fort, ail 
farther resistanco on qiy part became useless, and 1 ac.« 
cordiugly gave myself up a prisoner. SUch however 
was the disorder among the English, that, after my.sur* 
lender, several of their pfople mounted the. poop, fired 
iheir pistols atm^ and actually killed five Maisgr * sol* 
diefs' at my side, and wounded two others. Tm Fijrst 
Biettteiint of the FoXy who commanded the attack, 
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* treated mt excetdlngly, whea I delUered up 1117 ptperf 
to him. Ho then foot mo oa botrd tho Frigate. Noxt 
morning at 5 o'clock, as I wa standing oa the aftor-castio, 
iCaptaia Hart came up to mo, and a^kod me, -why 1 had 
ma^o resistance; he reproachrd me, at the same time, 
with having killed his people, and without waiting for an 
answer, ordered mo to go below, and not to appear again 
on deck. At 9 o'clock, ho sent me a message, directing 
me to proceed aft, to be put in irons. 1 did so, and re. 
ieained in that situation till noon, when 1 was allowed 
to go on board t^e Curanan^ to look for my cloathes. OO' 
my return, 1 was again put in irons, and kept so for 24 
hours. 1 was then at length released ; and an ordeg 
•from the Captain was at tho same time communic^tfed tO 
me by the First Lieutenant, directing me to remain bg* 
tween decks, not to enter the cabin of any of tho 
core, and, if at any time 1 should come on deck, novcc 
fo go aft the main mast. 

A month after my capture, tho same Officer ordered 
sny trunks to be brought on deck, opened and imfpected 
their cohteuts, and took whatever articles suited him* 
My servant was also taken away from me, and approprL 

aUd by Captain Hurt, 

Onmjarrifal at Madras, I found my health very 
much impaired. 1 had been two months on board the 
* Frigate, subsisting all tho time on tho haif.allowance of n 
common sailor, and freq^iicntiy not knowing where to lay me 
down to rest. No sooner bad 1 landed, than Captain 
Ha t wrote to his Government, stating, that my conduct 
had not only merited the treatment which I bad received 
onboard, but likewise 'every additional severity which 
‘could be practised during the remainder of my captivity, 
lie oumplaintd of my havipg defended my vessel ; at if, 
In time of war, even the feel^st enemy had not always a 
right jto employ fill the means in his power to resist his 
adversary; or as if it were unlawful to attempt a contest 
inevery instance, where tho issue was doubtful. Had I 
indeed been under the hili of the Fox^ I could hardly 
have so far flattered myself with respect to the result,

as ta hare undertaken an useless defence ; and) In tkat 
case. Captain Hart would probably hare captured n^e 
without a blow. But it is beyond dispute, that his shot 
hardly reached me at all, and that I had nothing to guard 
against except the attack from his boats, which h%r« 
ing repulsed once before, 1 had no reason to despair 
of being again able to beat otf. I should hare succeeded 
^indeed, dicyond a doubt, had the Fort, under which I 
ran aground, answered the expectation which its vicini- 
ty namrally excited. And, because Fortii re df need 
otherwise, was that a reason, why 1 shoi^d be held res- 
ponsible, and, in addition to the misfortune inieperahlo 
• frommy situation, should be subjected to all the hardships 
and vexations, which hatred and injustice could iuflict ? 

It was not long, before 1 felt the effects of Captain 
llart’s representations, which effectually precluded me 
from all opportunity of ju<itifying my conduct. Major 
Ansten, who commands the J)epot of French Pru* 
aoners at Poonamalee, continually refused the interpo-' 
sition, which was necessary to that effect. And, doomed 
to an interminable prospect of captivity, I should pro* 
bitbly hare remained in the same situation during the 
whole war, but for the good offices of Captain Morice, 
who prevailed on His Excellency LoH Miii'to, then at ' 
Madras, to revoke the dcteiminatieu which had been U« 
ken aghinst me;. ‘ * ' * * ‘ , 

Such are the circumstances, into which X was- led, and 
of which 1 have been the victim. Had I the slightest 
fault to reproach myself with, I should most certainly 
have refrained from every sort of complaint; as 1 am' 
sensible, th^t the most trivial pretext, in war, justifies 
the intiiction of the greatest calamities and disasters! 
But, in 'this cast, even such a pretext did not exist. 
1 did nothing, but what my duty required of me. IfOvai 
imperiously called op by ev^ry consideration of honour 
and probity, to justify the conhdence repoUd in me^6y 
my employ crs. 1 %ad entered into an Cngagemeht to 
watch over and defend their interests ag^iinst every dan^ 
ger, by which they might be menaced ; and 1 felt my« 
tflf liMund| as a Frenchman, to resist the attack 
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the bolts oC the Fox, not for the pleasure of billing 
her men to no purpose, but in fulfilment of my own 
obligations. Being worsted, 1 ought to hare been treated 
as a prisoner of war, and not as a criminal. 

iKay 1 be peumitted to arail myse.lf of the occasion, 
which here olfers, to perform a duty, imposed on me 
by treatment of a rery diferent description, ighicl^ I 
once before experienced under similar circumstances ? 
About the beginning of the present war, 1 wss taken by 
* the Frigate Pheeion^ olf the Fast Coast of Madagascar. 
The Commander^ Captain Cockburn, anxious to spar# 
the Tanquished every suffering which the laws of war 
•did not posiiivoly prescribe, ceased to regard me as ai| 
enemy from the moment 1 came on board his ship, frothing 
couKl surpass the continual generosity and kindness, with 
which 1 was treated by him ; and his geodtiess could 
only be equalled by the gralitiido, with whirii it in« 
ipired me. May I venture to intreat, that he will ac« 
cept this slight testimony of my feelings, wliich natuialljr 
finds its place in a narrative, that is dictated by truth only? 

1 hereby declare, that all the circumstances related 
above, are given with the most scrupulous exactness.

Bombay ; ftAth ISlOw 

I am much concerned to infom yon, of the total, 
<1,. destruction of the Earl Camden Chinaman, Cf^ptalak * 
hampson, by fire. This event took place last night in 
our harbour. T>ie£.ir/ Cataden had only yesterday' 
taken in the last dQ bales Of her cargo, which amonntedl 
ill all to GOOO bales. The 6tst symptoms of fire wero 
discovered by thcJCaptain’s Clerk, who perceived a 
smiell of burning, about 12 o’clock at night. The alarm 
being given, *tuf* OlBcer Confmanding removed the 
ft gun-room scuttle, when the smoke instant!/ ovet* 
whelmed him. Ue dropped down for a second, and 
perceived the flame playing along the larboard side.^ 
He then instaiuiy bolted down the scuttle, and opened^ 
** the,, deck over the spot where the fire appeared; and, 
'having staved the butts, proceeded to pour duwa 
iVater. All, howevfN was to ni^ purpose. * 

The alarm reached the ^or«, abont lOo’clock. The . 
CapUin, Purser, He. went off Immediately ; but, tief(g(m 
they arrived, the ilam»*a had temehnd the great oablh» 
** and were issuing from the windows. About ff o’clock^ 
^f.the.lire appeared .all at once (from the shovel 
log up through the poop. In about half an b^aftetit

•* These, however, must be scanty ; for shebnml fairly, , 
‘*'and, not having been scuttled, continued to rise 
‘^ gradually out of the water, as the dre lightened her, 
so that every thing must have been coDBumcd to within 
one or two feet of her keel. 

It most fortunately happened, that she was moored 
outside of ell the rest, otherwise more mlscbiff mnst 
** have happened. It was the grandest scene of the kind 
• I ever witnoiaed. Many perms, actuated by curiosity, 
put of from the shoro, and incurred considerable dan^ 
ger, . by approaching bor. The mizen^maat fell, 
Within a fsw ynrda of one of thcr boats ; and the guni 
discharged their dontenti b auccession. 

With reipent to the serious question of nlia^ mold 
have occasioned this ire, we are qui'e at a loss t> 
determine. TwoConntry ships, under similar circum« 
etaocea, have lately esperienced the same, fate. And 
the serupnlons investigations held, on these occasions, 
l^foro Mr. Crawford (one of onr best and clear^t 
** Magistrates,) had led to a general belief, that the 6re 
cOnId only haVe been oflasiofied by the w-lful act ;of 
the Laacars, tempted by the six months advance of im* 
jmta M injudiciously given. But, in in this instance^ 
y Captain Sampson, from that very conviction, took 
V every possible precaution against this supposed source 
of danger, by never allowing a Nati\e to filter hi$ hold 
during his Stowage, nor even admitiug bis Lasdars on 
^^oard, until he had filled the holds, and battbm.

Runjeet Sing, by the last accounts, was stationary at 
Lahore; while his troops were occupied, in levying con* 
Uibutions on the inferior Seik slates. 

Since eur last, a Portuguese Brig has arrived from the 
Braaiis* Having left Kio Janeirh, however, so far bachk 
as the month of December, ISOO, she canuut be expect* 
ed to bring any thing in the shape of news. She was de«. 
tained for some weeks at Montevideo in the River Plate,’ 
and 'after wards touched at the Cape of Good Hope, from 
whence she sailed in company with the Imliamen pro. 
ceed'^ng to Madras. Fortunately she soon separated from 
her consorts, and, proceeding by the outward passage, 
wscaped the danger which these ships had afterwards to 
encounter. She reached Madras on the 12th, and sailed 
f^om thence on the IPtb current. 

Hit Majesty’s Frigate 6V^/o7i, haring on board IVii 
RxcelUncy Lienteuant.Generul Abercrombie, and suite, 
with A detachment of 150 Kuropean troops, left* Madras 
roadton the tSlh current.

Goods, which have been purchased, within these few 
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In considerable quan<{«ifs« for the Amorlctti market. 
It has been saidf that another ship cleared out from Hal« 
timore for ('alcutta, at the same time with the Fair 
^merfcon. But, wo cannot with what correctness. 


The late accounts from Penan^r conref no Intelli* 
frence of any Importance ; if we except the capture of« 
small French Privateer, named the Copjiance^ bv Hi* 
Majesty’s Fri|rate Blanche. The Conjiance had prevU 
oMsiy made prize of two Country vessels, the Jupiter of 
Madras, and Philip Dundas of Penang. 

• A. Campbell, Esq. and his lady had arrived at Penang 
on the Modest e. They proposed to remain, we nndcr* 
itand, for a short time at the island, instead of proceeding 
further to the eastward, according to their original 
Intention. Mr. Campbell had accomplished the object of 
his mission to the government of Acheen. 

The late commercial speculations to China have been 
tiniisiially successful. But the private letters, which wo 
have seen, from Penang, continue to give an unfavoura* 
ble report of the state of trade at that settlement. N«*ar« 
]y all intercourse with the Malay ports had ceased. And 
Opium was to be had on the island, at a price not exceed* 
ing the prime cost and charges. 

His Majesty’s Ship Illustrious^ during her cruize to 
' the eastward, had touched at Penang, fur the purpose 
of taking in a qiiaiifity of rough spars, for the supply 
of the Naval Depot at Trinroinalee. 

It was positively understood at Penang, that the 
homeward-bound China Fleet, (to which the Beiliqueuss 
has been appointed to give convoy,) would proceed 
thcough the Straits of Sunda.

The Offi* 
cers of the Volunteers, and 4he different Commanditlf 
Officers of corps, who were present at the station, wero 
afterwards entertained by Lord Minto at the Park. The 
company sat down to dinner, about half after 8 o'clock,^ 
and passed the evening, in the utmost conviviality*

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By authentic advices from Scindea*8 camp, dated tha 
lOlh ultimo, that chieftain is stated to have undertaken 
the siege of the great fortress of Narwar, a pUce not 
far distant from the British frontier. Narwar is iuciu. 
ded within Scindca's division of the MahraMa empire* 
and has for some time been occupied by a chieftain nain* 
cd Rhundoojec, whom Scindea, from views of extort oii 
now wishes to dispossess. It is considered by much llm 
largest and strongest fortress in that part of the conn, 
try. It is situated on the summit of a square hill ; and 
contains within its walls, a iine city, plontifuily 
supplied with water, and with every other convenienpe 
necessary for the subsistence of a garrison. The town of 
Narwar is situated at the bottom of the hill ; and, in 
point of extent, is not very considerable. It appears 
that, on the (list approach of Sciiidea*s army, Khun! 
doojec himself took to flight, abandoning his s^onghold 
to the charge of a tumultuous garriso^, who, immediatel/ 
pn bis departure, became divided into difterent factions, 
headed by leaders with opposite Interests and views. 
The fortress, if well defended, was capable of with., 
standing the whole Mahratta power fur yrars ; but these 
disorders in the garrison encouraged in %Scindea’s camp, a 
pretty c nfidcnt hope of Us immediate surrender. Ani, 
their influeiice indeed hatl already appeared, in the facility 
whic)i attended the first operations of the siege; the town, 
though defended by a good wall and ditch, having been 
cariicd, without opposi ion, on the llih, by Baptiste, at 
fhe head of the few regular Battalions still remaining in 
Scindoa^s employ. 

On the 18th gitimo, Scindea came in person to the 
quarters of the British Itesidency, and retiiriKMi Mr. Met. 
calf’s first visit. The ceremonial was conducted, on this 
occasion, in the best style ; and the khelaut, presented by 
the British Envoy, was received with much apparent satis, 
faction by the Maharajah.^

the enemy, and engaged the latter with great gallantry. 
The effect however was in one respect unfortunate ; as her 
opponent’s shot still reached the Astell^ while that ship, 
could not return the fire, without striking the i)eylon» 
The IVindham maintained her station, and contributed eve. 
jry exertion in her power to support her comrades 
though, owing to unavoidable circumstances, she. was 
never so. closely engaged as the other ships. 

Hardly any hopes, we understand, were en(eitained> 
on board the Astell^ for tlie safety of (he fVindham*' 
That sh‘p, It seems, was short of her complement of guns, 
and bad very Hide powder on board ; Cap. tain Stewart 
having found it impracticable to procure aii adequate

In the course of (heir passtige, (hey spoke wilii 
lie China fleet, which Uft England about a fortnight later. 

The whole amount of the importations by the American 
vessels lately arrived, is e^itremely trivial. They consist 
of about sixty pipes of Madeira, twenty tons of Iron 
{loops and a few other articles of inconsiderable value. 
For the purchase of their cargoes here they rely chiefly on 
Hm large sums in specie, which they severally brought, and

Captain Douglas of the Europa landed at Calcutta, 
on Monday last, from the Amerinn ship Sitp^rfar. He 
is the bearer of d< spatches from the governiiuMit': of Hour, 
bon and of Fort St, George. Captain Doui'las sailed 
from St- Paul’s, in the Europa. on the 99(li of July, and 
rt-ached Madras on the ojib of August. ni> ^hip beiiijr 
taken up there i1n»ne(li'Uely for the conveyance of fr.ops, 
he came on iu person by (he first vessel proceeding to 
Calciitb). 

We understand, that Governor r.ircjMhar li nf received 
a letter fr'»in Captain Pyin. of flie ,S>'/ /.w |'’*igaM». notifying 
the capUiie by that ship, of an AmnieaM ve'cscl bound 
from Batavi.i to the Isle of Fiance, and laden with a 
valuable carjro of spices. 

7'he Sfriatt looked into Port* Napoleon, soma time about 
the latter end of July; at which time, neither of thu 
Indiamen, c.ip uied on tli^ dth of that month oif Johinna, 
were lo lx* soeii, fhe /l^fra^a and another Frigate ward 
the only ships of war lying in Port Napoleon. 
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Major-General Woa^hrall and Yiis slafT, we iinderstandl, 
were pa5^e.n<r»*rs nu board the H. C. Ship Windham^ not 
on board the Ceylon^ as has been generally imagined. 

Every thing was perfectly tranquil at Hoiirbon, when 
the saiii'd.

climate, and enjoyed the highest health. 

Colonel Keating had fixed his residence at 
St. raid’s; where, in the capacity of Lieutenant Governor, 
he administered tho civil atfairs of that division of the 
colony. Lieutonnnt-t'olonel Macleod had been appointed 
Commandant of the town of St. Paul's. 

Captain Parkinson of the 3d Foot had been charged by 
Colonel Kiating with his flesv>atchrs for the Britibh go* 
Yernment at home, announcing the surrender of the 
colony. Captain Parkinson had sailed accordingly for the 
Cape of Good lloope, in the Bombajj Anna. Captain 
Carrol, of II. M. dOlli Regiment, had been appointed to 
oiliciate as Deputy Adjutant General to the Forces, 
during Captain Parkinson’s absence. 

Lieutenant Pearce had been appointed Secretary to 
tho Lieutenant Governor, Lieutenant Remsoo of the 
Bombay Engineers, Military Secretary to the Commander 
of the Forces, and Lieutenant Micheil of the 69th Foot, 
Deputy Pay. Master to the troops.

The Trouhridfre 'I'raiispttrt sailed from Bourbon for 
the Capo of Goudilope, on the day of the Europa^i 
departure. 


Since our last, the Ship Captain Clarke, ha* 

arrived in the river from Port Jackson, which she left on 
the 19th of June. This sh^p, as on r readers are aware, 
sailed from England for New South Wales, under an 
agreement with the East India Company, by which she 
was pernitted to proceed to Bengal, there to be freightedi 
by governaieat for a homeward Toy age. 
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During her passage to India, (he Jhh touched at tho 
island of Bouro^ where she found liis Majesty’s Ship 
Dover^ with a Dutch prize in company. The Dutch set. 
tlcment at Douro, as well as the small settlements of 
Manado, Gonongtolla, and Bachiaii to the northward, 
)»ad surrendered to the Dover. And, at Banda and 
Ternate, the inhabitants wore understood to be full/ 
disposed, on the first appearance of an adequate force, to 
follow their ezamplc. Considerable sickness is said to 
have prevailed on board the Dover^ as well a* among 
the garrisun of Amboyna, 

^ The dcsfinat1.)n nf the Astcll^ which, at the date of 
the latest advices from Madras, was still l<*rt uncertain, 
would probably be decided by the arrival of the April 
Fleet. The A&ftU required new masts, besides other 
repairs, to render her tit for a distant voyage. And all 
the tonnage still wanting for the expedition, would now bo 
supplied without difiiculty. 

The Alexander and Sir Stephen Lushingion Tndianiew, 
which arrived at ]\Iadras from Bombay previous to tiie 
departure of the Superior j had immediately received or* 
ders to prepare for the reception of troops. 

The Europa, returned from Bourbon, had also been 
taken up again as a transport.

The Ship AntpidonSj which arrived in the river on 
Tlitirsday, has brought accounts from China down to the 
heginning of July. Thn report of the markets is on (ho 
whole favourable. Colton kept above the rate of 1.1 tale 
perpecul. Opium was but little in demand, and bore a 
nominal p.ico of 1030 dollart; ner chest : — a few chests, 
however, had lately been sold so hi^h as 1070 dollars. 
’ A fresh cause of disagreement, we understand, had 
arisen, between the Committee of Supracargoes and the 
government of Canton, in conspqnence of the latter having 
seized and imprisoned, under Various charges, a Native 
Chinese, who had been appointed some nmnths fiefore.by 
the CqiumiUeo, to conduct the atrairs of a Hong mer. 
chant then on the point of bankruptcy. The matter 
was deemed of such soritms importance, that Mr. ftq, 
berts had applied for a chop, authorizing him to proceed 
to Canton with the Committee. This, however, the IIop- 
lyio refused, alledging, that the matter was for the con- 
sider^tijii of the Chiaese^^government alone, and that the 
usages of the empire preclude the Supracargoes from' visi- 
ting Canton, at any season of the year, but when the Com- 
pany’s ships are in the rifor. In this state matters re- 
nii^ini'd, when the Auspicious sailed ; and it was stfll 
doubtful, whether the Committee would proceed to Canton 
or not* 
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The Ladrones are rcprcsenfod as toU^rably quiet, 
flieir forbearance was not the rtrrcl f«‘ar. It had beem 
purchased by tlir lar^e concts^ieii**. which the ^overnmeHt 
of Canton had made to them ; aiiil was not likely there* 
fore to be cf very lonj; duration. 

NORTH fVEST FROyTIER. 

In late letters from liooderhauneli^ it is rtated. that 
Runjert Sin{( was shortly eipecteii at Fellore^ a Large 
town oil the opposite bank of tim Saltedge, and about 
f)vo miles distant fioiii the Ciiti«<h station. It was said, 
that he proposed t«> hold an interview theie. with Co* 
• lonel Ociitcriony. lint the ostciihible oliject of his jour. 
Uey, was to visit a small fortress, which had lately becii 
raised at Felloro, as a frontier defence, under the 
•iiperinteiidence of a crafty Sirdar, named Mokam Chund, 
111 the service of the Lahore chieftain, ' 

It appears from these accounts, that (he expedition 
'Undertaken last year by llunjcet bing ugaiost Alooltao^ 
had completely failed. 

He was attended on that occasion by the flower of hit 
army, his ablest leaders and his heaviest ordnance. Hut 
every clfort proved ineflTectual ; and he was finally coiii^ 
pelted to retreat from the province in disgrace. Knraged 
\^Y thisT dLqppoiiitnient, Riinjcet immetliatcly ordered 
all bis Infantry to he disbanded ; and appointed Mokam 
Chund, to raise new Battalions at Fellore, to bo or. 
ganized and trained after the European, manner, tl.o 
lirst step towards the accomplislirneiit of this pbin, every* 
temptation was held out to induce the Knglisli Sepoys (o 
•desert from Loodchauiieh. Aiid, for somt ttn>o, they 
were not bald out in vain. So ccnsiderable a r/iiiury 
body a.s the g;jrri.'‘Oii of 1 nodehaiiix h, must 
contain a certain pioportion of sanguine and udveii. 
turous spirits, who, fond of change ev«n for its own 
sake, are wholly unable to W'iths)and any considcrabh! 
gllurcmeiits of wealth or honour, \iUen opposed nsereiy 
io the duties of allegiance. A Jemmadar/ beiongiiig lO 
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of Native Battalions, having first appffed for 
aiul obtained his discharge, utssed the Sutiedge, and ob« 
gained a disiingoshed station in (he Seik service. He was 
eiUovredliy a good many Sepoys of the same battalion. 
These rrer«» followed by others, men of every description 3 
and. for a sherttime, desertions in bands even of four 
or five at once were not unusual. At length the evil 
ruled itself. The deserters presently discovered, that 
their new fortunes by no mens answered tlie high pr.o« 
miseswhich had been set forth to iheiu ; and some of the 
Dumber, smarting under the chagrin of their disappoint* 
Dient, ventured to testify their feelings in a manner not 
altogether agrcable to their Seik masters. The remedy 
nsnally employed by the Native ehieftains, for the re- 
moval of such discontents, was immediately resorted to. * 
Some of the transgressors were deprived of the.ir noses 
and cars, and others of their heads. Kven this expedient,' 
however, was not altogether effectual, to tranquil liza 
Ihe minds of the survivors ; and, other difficulties, with 
numerous little jealousies, arising, it was not Jong before 
Itttojcejl became heartily sick of his scheme. With that 
<'aprlci(»us propensity to extremes, which is one of the 
firft characteristics of barbarism, ho now determined to 
employ no English deserters whatever in his army, for the 
•fnlure; .'Hid he iflsiied a decroo, directing, that no per- 
son, who had ever been in the British service, should 
he ferried over at any of th« ghauts on the Sptledge, 
•under a penally to the offiMidnr of 1000 Hiipees, with 
Joss of nose and ears, and perpe dial banishment from 
the country ! 

The II. C. Cruizer Benares^ which arrived at Bom- 
bay, on the 2 Jth ultimo, has brought advices from Bus.' 
lOidh down to a late date in July. Trivate Native let- 
ters from the same quarter, have also been received at 
this Presidency in the course of the week, by one of (lie 
oArab vessuU from Muscat/ It does not appear, that any 
overland advices had been transmitted from (Joiisfan. 
tiiiople for some months before ; nor, as far as wu can

The adfairs of trade, which had boon intornipteci nlfn.

neral favourable. 

General Malcolm, as appears from theBomlMv news- 
papers, had arrived in the ro^al ramp of Persia, and hadf 
been received by h-s Persian Majesty with every cirrmn^ 
stance of distinction. hir llartord .Tones had also jui* 
Med ^the Court, and had interchanged visits with the Gen., 
eral. The King moved his camp early in July. 

Mr. Manesty proposed to leave Bussorah for Constan- 
tinople, oil his return to England^ towards the end of 
last month. 

The Dorfs Frigate had arrived in (ho Ciiilph from 
Bodriguoz. and w<<s already on her voyage back to Bom- 
bay, when the iTc/m/er left Busheer.

The isle ofRouro, which has been lately added to owr 
conquests from the Dutch in the eastern Archipelago, is 
distiirct from the Molucca cluster, — being situated to the 
west, between ihose islands and CeKbes. It is a largo 
muiintatiions ii!:ind, 50 miles in circuiufcirnco, and 
produces the clove and nutmeg in consideiable per- 
ection. 'I'he Dutch foinier'y had a fortress on bonro 
b^iit we Ktiovv not, whether the wo»U$ are now in a 
state capable of defence. Bacliian again, Is a consider- 
able island, situated on flie coast of Gilolo, to the north of 
the Moluccas, and almost itninediateiy to the south of 
(he settlement of Ternate. is protected by Fort 
Barn<^velt. Manado, which is likewise said to have 
surrendered to the Dover ^ i.s the inutL northesly of the 
Dutch ports on great Uloni of Celebes. 
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By letters from Matlras of the 1st and 2d current, it is 
DOW ascertained, that the II. C, Ship Sovereign coinrs 
on to nen;;ai with the JstelL The Sovereign haTiiijg; 
no orlop deck, was consequently ill adapted for the 
tecepiioti of troops, and could not be employed with 
advantage on ihe expedition. 

The Sovereign and Asleli were expected to leave Ma. 
dras on the 8th or 9th current ; and may hourly be looked 
tor in tVe river. 

No mention being made of the Sir Stephen Lushing^ 
ton^ ill any of the letters on this subjtct, which we 
Rave chanced to meet with, tve conclude, that the desfina. 
tion of (li.tl vessel continues unaltered, and that she will 
proceed with the expedition. 


LOSS OF THE CHARLES. 

I'lio loss of the Country Ship Charles^ of which intel^k 
ligeiicc lias reached town since our last, has been atteri. 
til'd with ciiciinistances particularly melancholy. The 
Charles was On her voyage to (his port, from *lio Gulph 
of Persia and tiombay. She touched ou the cousi of 
Cui'oniaiidel for a cargo of salt ; and sailed from Viza« 
gapatuin on the 1st cuireut. The weather had then a 
very unsettled appearance, with frequent squalls ; whichi 
iMcreasiug, as the moon advanced towards her quarter, it 
was deemed prudent to ;*taiid out into the Hay, and to 
prepare against the storm, which seemed to be iinpeiu 
ding. On the 7th current, accordingly, when (he vessel 
bad got to the distance of about 80 miles froin the laud, 
the gale set in, and blew with considerable violence. 
It had not couiiiiiied long, when the Carpenter report* 
ed, that the ship had sprung a leak, and that there were 
two feet water already in the hold. Recourse was had 
to the pumps : but ihe salt with which the ship vras laden, 
greatly impeded the working, and one of (he piimp wad 
Boon completely choaked.f captain Dennison then direct* 
ed the fore hatchway to be opened, and proceeded to 
Ughteu the ship ; — g mcalure which seemed to afford somd

temporary rolicf. The water howerer^ ftill contioued 
to gain on thnn; and, both pumps haUng become nearly 
use less, from tile quantity of salt, which had accumulateil 
in their cavities, the main hatchway was alstr apenedi and 8 
fruitless attempt was made to ease the ship further 
baling. 1 ho water had now increased to 8 feet; and, as 
(he vessel was settling more and more every minute, and 
all prospect of saving her seemed to have vanished, it was 
determined to put out the boats. In the hopes of preserving 
the crew and some part of the treasure. The cutter 
was accordingly lowered froui (he stern, and the two 
jollyboats from the quarters. They then proceeded to 
^aul out the long-boat. But, by the time it was raised 
nearly, to the verge of the gunwale, the water was 
approaching fast to the gun.deck, and the lascars, who 
were employed at the tackle, became so excessively 
alarmed, that they let go their hold, and the boat fell 
back* upon the deck.The men then leapt into the boat, 
where they lay down ; and neither threats nor iutreatiti 
could prevail on them to exert themsidves further. 
iSefore this time, one of the two jolly-boats had been 
stove ; and here remained only the other jolly boat and 
the cii ter, for the reception of those who chose tq 
quit the ship. Captain Dennison, however, and severs^ 
of his Oiiicers, seeing that all their ciforts to get out the 
long boat* were unavailing, went aft to the poop; and» 
toge(h<*r with Major Grant (a passenger,} and part of 
he crew, amounting in all to 43 souls, embarked on these 
two boats. Th«*y had separated but a short distance 
from the ship, when they saw her go down. Mr. Askwitii 
(the Chief Offici^r,) 41 Lascars, and up war fs of bO duf 
Arab horses from Bussorah, perished with her. 

Had U not been for the insurmountable obstinacy o,t 
the lascars, it is considered probable, we understand^ 
that not only the dives of ail tlm crew might have bean 
saved but also the greater part of the.treasure, wbicb^ to 
the amount of 3 lacs of rupees, was tolally lost. 

As it was, Captain Dennison was unable to bring away 
even a supply of biscuits and water, for the maintenance 
of hiipself and his comrades, who, for nine days together, 
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contiQued exposed to the utmost extremity of distress. At 
length, on the 16lh, they arrived at Balasorc, where 
they were received and treated with the greatest kind., 
ness and hospitality. 

The risks on the Charles in the Calcutta Insurance 
Oihees, do not, we understand, excee d in uH the sum 
of 9Q,000 Rupees. The greater part of her tieubuic and 
cargo was the property of Arab merchants.

Letters of the 19th current have been received from on 
board the ships of the expedition. They were then just oh 
the point of parting from their pilots, having completely 
cleared the Sand.heads, without experiencing a single 
accident. 

The transports were at first over-crowd ed ; but, by 
the addition of the flastings Pilot.schooner to the lleet, 
and the appropriation of the ship Palmer to the reception 
of troops, the men had been rendered exceedingly coni, 
fortable. The horses belonging to the Otficers of the 
staff, which had been Originally embarked on the Palmer^ 
were relanded at Kiddetpure on Friday. 

Commodore Hayes and Captain Gough have returued 
to town. 


It is a satisfactory proof of the security which oitr 
trade in this quarter already begins to derive from tlve 
direction of our naval and military force against the

We might rufpe^f , for example, in the prefent inftance, that the 
eailyr tiun of an onpoitimity to quit College, which the new 
a»T^n.>cnient piefented lothofe who were to be examined in Jenti* 
ary 1810, inav h tve icconciled a lukewarm S udent, to fome de* 
l iy in h.s preparation for an examination which was (o be quickly 
fiicceedcd by aiu:ther, and may have induced him to begin a little 
Liter, the painful effort of forcing an irkfume labour upon an in- 
dolent habit of mind. It feems indeed rcafonable to imagine, 
tluit in (onie inllances, the penalty of fix months further relliaiiu 
nny ha\e failed, although the appn heiifion of a whole year’s dif- 
appf'intmcnt in tlie hope of emancipation might have triumphed 
over :i dillafle for (liuly. 

Thefe and (imilar conAderations, on which, however, it is no^ 
peer ffary to enlarge, would render the ufiial comparative reviewex- 
tremeiv complicated, and at ijie fame time neither concUiAvccor 
laiisfa£l ory. 

1 mi alit therefore be induced to forbear altogether from a cir* 
ciimdaoiial compaiiibn, agreeable to former models, of the prefent 
period with the fludiea of 1808, if 1 were not fo much perfuaded 
of ihc ddyan age to be denied from that mode of reviiion, as not- 
wUhfUnding the difficulties which prevent me |rom piiriuiiig that 
courfe too miiiuieiy 10 be defirotis of offering fume general remarks 
of tl.at dclcriptioii. 

Upon fuch a view of the prefentaand immediately preceding pe- 
riods, as the circumnances already adverted to admit of, I have 
the Ut'lfaftion to report, that in the principles parjiciiUri on 
which the coiupaniuu has in furiucr inttauccs been made to turn. 
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no croiindhas brcn loft. The reputation of the College has been 
'Weii t'uftdined in all, while we may indulge the gratirying hope of 
an honourable progrefs, by fair indications of improvement i.i foine 
points of the parallel. 

' The number of Students who have b'-en reported qualified, by 
proficienCY in two or more languages to quit the College at the two 
Examinations of l8io, would give an afcemlancy to our prefent pe- 
riods, after making a full allowance for its longer dmation, the 
nnmbers being 17 f^or 1808, and a8 for 1809-10. 1 ought however 
under all the circumflance't which would create error, and difturb 
fhefe Complex calculations, fo far to diftruft the partiality which, 
from a deureof progrefa, I confefs always inclines my mind to the 
interefts of the lateft period, I mean that which is the immediate 
iiibjefl of obfervation, as not rely too confidently on our title to 
the inconfiderable preference, which ihefe numbers might in flnfl- 
nefs affoid. My (olicitude for the credit of the year fhall be (atif- 
jfied therefore, by the certainty of equality with the pall, and by 
the probable hope of a moderate improvement. 

Ai^reeable to this obfervation, the number of Students who pre- 
fented themfelves for £xamin.<tion, in the different Langtiagei, ui 
January and June of the year 1810, compared with thofe uf the 
lortner pet<od, a^ords no advantage worthy of being claimed on 
either before the numbers are dated it may be proper how- 

ever, for the fike of correftnefs to obferve, that Come diiadvantjgc 
acruesto the latter period from the circitmdance of the Examins- 
tion which was held lad January, being confidered as quarterly 
and not annual, the confeqiience of which ivas that only iliofe who 
hid dudied the dilfrrent languages during that quarter were called 
up to be examined, indead of the full conipleinrnr of the whole 
year, as was tlie cafe at the Examinition of January 1809.

'I’hf number of Arabic Srudenfs appears from this ftatement to

:«s fiirr.iniing, independent of its own paper riches, the only fore 
foundation on which a profound and critical knowledge of :he Per- 
fion and thence of the Hindooftanee Languages can be raifed. 

With regard to the Mahratta Language, ita attainment, iii the 
few indanres which htive occurred at Fort William, Riiift be 
aferibrd ei'h^r to perfiiivil tafle, i r to fome other inducements at- 
^ta'chin-; to the individual Suidrnts, and as yet there is fcarcely fiif- 
ficieiit ground to clafs that (Indy amongft the proper and edabhfliedL 
piirfiiiisof this Colleg in fiich a m inner, as to enable us to drasT 
froth i s fliiflua ions any argument of advantage nr difadvantage to 
the gcneinl (late of our academical labours. It will be fiifficient 
to remind the younger Members, who have yet to choofe theii: 
conrfe of (Indy, that an acatiaintance wi Ii the 'Mahratta Tongue h 
to he accoiiipcd a defirablc preparation for fome of the nioff im- 
portant and interefting (Utioiis in the diplomatic branch of the fdr- 
vice. 

In variety of Studies wc appear to have gained fome advantage. 

In 1809, a Students were proficient in four languages ; and four 
S udeiusin three. 

Tn January of theprefent year, three had attained proficienoy 
in four languages ; and two of thofo who then quitted College, to 
wiiom niiin be ided Mr. Bird, who voluntarily prolonged his aca- 
dfn’.ical piirfuits, were found proficient in three languages. Mr. 
B'Vd jiidified this rffoit of felf denial ai the fubfeqiient Examinati- 
on in June by an elementary knowledge of Arabic, which he had 
in iha* interval added to the high proficiency m three languages 
already acquired : and Mr. Prinfep who entered the College in 
July 1809, h IS been reported in iefs then twelvemonths, highly 
‘proficient in three languages. 

The refult would therefore be, that, if Mr. Bird’s progrefs Ir 
A rabic might entitle me to include his name, the number of profi- 
cients in our Languages at the examiuations of the prefen' year 
would double thofe of the pret^ding ; and in three Languages 
we fliooll niw fall fliort of the Examinations in 1809, only as 
three to four. 

The credit of the prefent year is alfo well fiipported by inllances 
of rapid acquirementi fpccies of exallence always worthy of adini- 
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ration, and therefore en itlcd to applause, ai eyincinR the rare uni- 
on of lively genius and quick cappacnyi aideiv but lledfaft appltca* 
tion, and difplaying the richeti gif^i cf nature, cultivated arid 
improved by the aaive energies ol virtue. 

At the head of this diftinguifhed band , I am to place the nam® 
of Ml. Holt Mackenzie. The whole period of hs fludy »«t hort 
William extended only from November itoS to D'Ceiuber i8k9» 
-and in thefe Few months, he placed himi'eltftrftin B ogalfce, fccond 
in Perfian, Hindooftanee and Arabic. 

Juftifytng a defeent, illufirious in letters, and making good his tf« 
tie to a ricn Aicceffion of heredilaiy genius, his rapid courfe haso- 
vertaken all his fenior competitors, and kept the lead which he at 
once affumed^ amnngll his dtflinguiflied cotemporaries.— He left 
hii name firQ to the roll of our College at the time of his quitiing 
it ; but embracing the full period of its duntion, from the £fta« 
bliflimentof this Inftitution to the prefem term, the f^me name 
will dill be found to maintain its eminence, and will fcarcely i vm 
a fecond fiation even in tills larger and moic comprchenfive array 
of merit. 

Mr. Magniac*s reHdence at College was prerifd/ of the fa m® 
duration. He brought from the Chambers of Prt feflTi r Wh te oj 
Oxford, ind from the Halls of a Weflcrn UiiiTeifity, a proof tha 
Oriental fludy is promoted and honored in our Native Country^ 
highly creditable to the eminence of the Mafler, and the capacity 
and diligence of the Scholar, while it was ro Infs acceptable ard 
gratefutl to all thofe who profefs and cultivate Oiien al Philofo- 
phy in the Biiiifli Schools of Alia. To the fleck ot Arabic «ihi> h 
Mr. Magniac imported from England, he haa added a ronfideri*blc 
acceflion in the fame 1 . mauage. at Fort William. He has gai> cd 
b'fldei, in the flioit period already flated. ihe ihird place in Perfi- 
an and H'lidooftanee , having attained at the fame time the fc« 
cond Clafs iu Bengalee. 

Mr. MortTock, who enteied and quitte«l College at the f^me 
time with Mr. Maekenzie and Mr. Msigniar, flood at the litter 
period, firfl in Che Perflao and Hindoo (lanee Languages. 

Mr, Porcher, Mr. Molonv and Mr. Bay'ey, w hofe fludies com* 
tnanced in OBol^r 1809, and terminated in their quitting College 
at the examination of Ivfl June, have afforded in this (hort fpace 
of eight monibi a highly honorable proof of capacity and ap« 
plication. • 

Mr. Porcher flands firfl jn Bengalee, and fifth rn Perfian. 

Mr. Molony is third in Perfian and Hindoofianee. 

Mr. Bayley holds the fifth place ia Hindoofianee and the eighth 
i nPeiflan. ■ 
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Dirmiin>'g the foinparative review of the prefent and former" 
peiiodf wi.h tliefe iinperf'e^l, hut as fiir as they extend fiiffi. 
ciently corrc£l oblervations^ 1 ^.rucced, wi ii the fitisfacUon ivhicli 
always attends the liifhibiitioii of jiiii and impartial rcwaid to 
diflingiiiihed and well clUbMhcd inent, to iccitethe honors which 
have oeeii awarded by the Cullene Council, and which 1 have on 
this day difpenfed, to titoie, who .ii providing for the icputacirn 
of their own fcafon, and fur the (plcudniir rf the feenc on which 
they have for the ti;fl time been conditates lur iaii>e» and ffoed 
before the awtul, even where it i'^ indirgciil :;nii partial, ii ipieft of 
the world, have 1 doubt not fixed the tank they are dcilined to 
hold throughout ihV career on wli ch they are entering. 

It 1^ always, I confrfs, with feerct uleafiire that I allow myfelf 
to affimilatc ihi^ yppaicndy contracted llage of early life to the 
wider, hut fiarccly m .ie real theatre of the world. Viewing from 
tb s chair, which f^^eiiis to be plated on the conhnes of youth and 
iiuiiho^d, at tlic cxtr« m- Iroin.d^Ty i.f the fiill, and on the ihrcf- 
hold of the fuccecdliig llage, viciving all the bufinefs, the emula- 
tions, the generous hr fes, and contending cneig^ie*, with the many 
degrees of fuccefs and failute, correfpundiiig to ihe v;triotl^ powers 
and exertions of theic v^tithful aCljis, ruiiimrd up tnd difpliyed 
at this anniverfary, it is gratifying to contenipiate this juvenile 
arena, as but a lively rehe^rfal, and antici pitted image of Hie future, 
feene. The intered of the day, and of tny own t flire in this place 
is much enhanced by the indulgence of thefe, I ihink, nut irraiioital 
fpecuUtions, by which the gai lands with which the young comba- 
batants arc now crowned, may be deemed of peipctiial fiagrance, 
and the champions who arc applauded to day, may be lecii in 
diflant perfpeClive, gathering and accumulating freih and growing 
Known to the end of their coitrie. 

Why, indeed, fhould this fair and flattering profpefl fill us f 
The 11 1 pcs 1 have defcribcd are rather the conclufions of rcafon, 
than the viflons of a par’ial imagination. Thefe young men have* 
fubdiied flranger obflaclcs, OiinuUted by weaker inducemeiifs, 
than will attend their niatiirer labours. The livriy ch racter of 
youth and all its appeutes for active and gay puifuits; its cafle for 
bMily exercifes, its love of hardy and (kilfnl f ports and its am- 
bition 10 excell in them, its aveifion to rarnencit ;.nd reflraint, in 
a word, iiS whole frame and confliHition, mural ai.d pltyfical, dif- 
fu'ide from reclufe, ferious and fedeniury toil, and in many inflan* 
CCS place in fiirmountable barriers ofauuiral rcpugndnce and dif- 
gufl, between the young Siiidei.t and his i fk, lepelling him yrt 
more invincibly from the long, continued •I'^d unbroken 'labour of 
dry and elcmeniary fludy. Why, then (hould they, who contend- 
ing with nature herfelf, have atchieved a harder labour, with lef$ 
inducemenr, that is to fay, while the fruit it is to bear is vet in rhe 
^iflancci and fcarctly diiceuiibic to their remote view; why fhould 
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they fiin* or Oumblr in thr fni< other way -h it followt when th*ir 
effintj will ^ joyed by the ppcr tnftes of mjnhOjd, impelled and 
cbeeied liy reiiiibic and mimed ate rfcotnpcnce.

which hr Ihoiild be a diiciple. 1 fpe-tlc ol Mr. Mdgniac, and I 
re urn to his iianu’, principally for thr purpofc of recording a f'entio 
pienr, which, I am fine, has been Ihaicd by .ill thoftf whom lad* 
drefs. I h v«- a picdl'ine, ihcrefon*, iii prow fling, and I veiiiiiroto 
do fo in the name of this College, ihc cordial and lively fatisfatlion 
with which w- luvc fecn Mr. Magniuc leH^'^ed to the scivicr, 
and to that career ofpun ic duty and perfbnai d flindioii, in which 
we had known h;m i'o well ptepared to run a iireiul and honorable 
Courfe. 

The fentcncc, wliich 'hrcafcMcd tis wiihtb' dif.ippointmeiil of To 
fair prom fr behii^^ir hour ofperformance was allowed, was pro- 
ncninc''d in a rpir^jPl.tnd.tblc abhorrence of ubiilr, which at once 
fhielded ilie I-Ioiioiab'o Com) any itfetf, rom the evils coMfrqnenc 
on ciirriiptiop, and the Memb:*:'. r>> iliai Court which adminifrers 
their affairs from th*^ foMicIt pcrlot.al reproach. The mei.{iire, 
^liercfiK'-, winch in its general fcopc cnve'.oi <‘d Mr. M.igniac, was 
neceflaiy to prottB once the purify and the reputition of the 
Cotnpaiiy and it> Icrvicf', being at the f.itiic nine ltnf;l]y uaimriml 
by fiequen ,hut in elTeehial promulgations of ihe penalty. But 
this politic feverity, involving in itsrcmcclial frinciple, tliotigh with 
fonie vitile.ice to moial jiif ice, the innocent, 'and even, as in this 
c-'fe, the mciitonoiis objeds of the ab life to he coircttcd, alone 
w.lh ifsagentsand iiistiiinients, who were ih' omIv guilty parties, 
nmfi hive been, and we know it was in fafl/.nlbclctl with nincli re- 
]ua nice and regret. The equitable and iiulnigcnt cliaiattcr of iho 
Honorabie Court left even in the moment of its greateft aiifterity, 
room tor accnfoling hope, that when tbccntls of. ill human penal- 
ties (hould appi*ar to have been obtained, f>-mc hc.iliiig pnmiplc of 
exception would in their liberality, be found, to withdraw at leafr 
(igtiaf meric from the altar which feemed lo demand an indiferimate 
|acri(ice of gu It and innocence to public purity. 

In rhis hope we have not been deceived. 1 had propufed from tbit 
very cha r to attempt a merit, cion between gencr.-il aiid iridivi<!iial 
jtiflice, and to intercede in the name of ili; Collrgd of Fort Wil- 
liain and of our learned Countrymen in A fi.s, for an exeniptioti, 
which in preferviag one of our fairest oinanient*, fiioulif ar Ihts 
fame time relieve the different branches of the Company’s arhnini- 
ffration, from the ringiilar contrad'Uion of dealin*' rewards and pe- 
nalties on the fame he»d at the fiime time ; aflliflmg the defert 
which we appl.iiid; an-* mixing brambles with out biys, to wound 
the very brows round which we are binding the wreath of merit. 

For this pnrpofe I fkoiiM have borne a feflimr'iiy with truth, and 
have urged it with a decent z^al of worth, fortified with the flrr>nie 
fan£lion of a hodv, csp»bie of appreciating and entitled to pronounce 
on the conduA they commend. 
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Tills' rnterventifin has proved fuperfluoii»« The juflice, wifJom 
«od cenderacrs of the Honourable Court have confpired to prevent 
our Iblicitatioiis and anticipate our wiftiri. 

Let roe here invite my younger hearers to remark bow the In* 
intrinfic powers of merit are examplified in the reflo. aiion of Mr* 
Magmic. It has already been his ranfom from a great evil, and 
*wc mav.reefbnabty indulge the belief, iha' i» will here ft/*r prove no 
lefs efficacious in atchieving the politive benefits ol fortune and dif « 
tinClion. 

Mr. Hans Sotheby entered fhe College in Aiiguff iPoS, and wa* 
qualified lo qt'itit, at the Examination of Jamruy iSto, Ina year 
'and four months, his talents and diligence maffered tnu* Ofieutal 
Languages, the Arabic, Peifinn, Hiniioohat)e|||itd Bcnga!^^. In 
each of thefe .S'udieshe placed himselfon a hipRrom ; and i*r ki'g 
out, us f muff, from every eflimafe of merit, thoic colofT.il (hides 
of a brother, whom he need nut be afbamed to avow asfo for hit 
model, which would cea(e to be prodigies if of en repeated. 
Mr. Hans Sotheby has juflified the praife I hdve aiwuys wifhed to 
beitow upon him, and u is the highett lean pronou> ce, uf kin* 
dred dcreii with an elder, whole name muff long »n.l ever (land 
mod eminent in the Rolls of the College of Port William. 

Mr. Prinfep, in eleven months, from July 1809 to June 1810, 
conquered three langiiage.<, and phircd himfrlt (irll in Peiiian, 
fecond in Hiiidooffance, and fourth in Bengalee. Theie labours 
could not be accoinplithed in (o fhort a fpace either by affiduous 
dulnefiy or by the parts of a (lack Srudent; and they rank Mr* 
Prinfep amopgft the fortunate poflcirors of talents and appliration, 
confpiring 10 mutual efficiency, and forming^ when iioUcd, the 
bell, if not the only guides to excellence. 

1 have referved the name of Mr. Bird, for the clofe of this 
bead of my difeourfe, that 1 might mark with the deeper impref* 
lion a praife in which fdW have (hared, but which, as ofen as the 
occalioii recurs, muff be founded by me with a willing voice. 

Mr. Bird, between November i8c8 and January 1810, had 
made liimfelf proficient in three languages, (landing third in Ben* 
galcc, (ixt)i in Ferfian and Hindooffanee. The Examiners and 
the Council of the College bad reported him qualified, as, Indeed^ 
he was in a high degree, <0 quit the College, and enter on tlid 
public fei'vice. The fl ittering profpe^t thus opened to li«m did 
not damp his ardour for liberal acquirement, or divert him from 
the yet more generous love of perfeClion, and aim at excellence* 
He reqiiefted permiffion to refrain another icafon from the world, 
its bdlinefs and allurcvteius, *ancl to continue (Indies, 1 o longer 
iicceiTiiry for the ordinary purpofes of foriiine and advanccincni^ 
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tint to piirfufOi for thfir own attractions; atiraSlion* Wf by 
t .ih minds « Mr. Bird’s, as beauty or v.riue without wealth ara 
* onrif d by g«:ncious fuiturs, 

I have already, on more than one riccafion, dwelt on this theme* 
IS on one pccolitrly t>raieftil to my mind, and »o the ofiic'* I 
have the ' onor to fill in tilts Initifiiiion ; hecniil'e wiiilc the con* 
du^t nh»-h I coiiniiciid leada to the highell iiwprovcjn-nt of lU 
lei ary acquirement, it dsIpUys the rare anion of youthful arlour 
swirl) mature judgment and insiily conllancy ; it (hewa a nimd 
happily co dlitutcsi, as yet in Ihe age of dclulive views cr>ncerii:i}^ 
the v-orld and i'B^rfuits, and before it can have been t iiured by 

reflexion or experience, todifccin, a« with »nin'lin't, or intiii* 
tibn of a higher order, the juff objcCls of ir.telleClual exertion* 
and to point its yonftg vigour with an adult and inanlv aim. It 
*fet8 before us the moll captivating and he mod adininble < H« 
jeCls. which the riches and beauty of na iire afford, the young 
bloflbm and the ripened fruit adorning the fame bough. It is not 
Mr. Bird, to whom we need recall the Poet's Precept, •« Drink 
deep, or tafle not." The furface cannot flacken bis profound 
der third.— The fame well direCled zeal w^iicli has alreadv for« 
bidden him to halt at the fiif! flage of juvenile auaiiiments, and 
would picfs him dill onward to the higher regions of learning* 
brfpeaks a pjinciple of wider range than (cholarfhip alone, and 
affords, not the pruniife but the aflurance, that whoever the 
piirfuit of his ardent but cmdaof mind may be, mediocrity w 1 
not fuflice, while the fiiither goal of excellence is open lo bis 
view. 

1 am now called to a lefs gracious duty, in noticing with impar* 
tiality, the defe6ls which in fome dej^ree ^^feure the ludre of the 
vr ir, exceptions which mutt he deemed mident to all numerous 
hodiei.. We are not to wonder, nor fh-Mild we impute it as 
mailer of reproach to an affociation Coiillituted as this it, (hat in 
fhe number, fome few of its members, forruirouny afTembled as 
th«>v are, (hoiild be found lefs happily gifu d .n genius, or lefs 
inclined to fiipply what may be wanting in rap.icity, by thofe 
fubditute qualifies cf adiduity and dilij^ence, which even ihe dull 
may command, and which they can julHfv the want of, pcihapt 
lefs than the lively ftudent. In confediKg that fome ex intde, 
of flow pr.igrrfs, ending in but m . derue and imperfeA a’>Uin* 
ment, have been fninifhed in the late exuminstion, I lhail indij|j;s 
my repugnance to this fide of the pidiire (o far as to fop, reft 
the names which cannot partake in the general honour . of his 
collegiate ) ear. 1 am happy, alfo, to qualify ihe abf.nce of 
ht«^her praife, by acknowledging, with much fatisfaaion, that 
fome effort has not been wanting to regain lott ground, and that 
a few gentlemen who w'cre the fnbjeCls of admonition cm a for 
mer occaficn, have fince, qiialtficd thrmfelves for the fcrvicc, by 
acknowledge rcprjrted Co >e competent of tv^o laugu-iges* 1 
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have ratiira£lion in naming fhoiV to whom this dearer of 
coiiitnendatioii it dtie, and witlui .iwin^ hom Mr. Cii»T}e« 
Kichard Barwtfll, Mr. Blagrave, anii Mi. jcMtiuL'S »»>’ of 

llte rrflcxiuns which may have attach >1 t* in iii« Lit di(. 

coiirte, and which may have left ijhc.;'\ mu, ih)!-'. on ilicrr minds. 

Another gentleman h IS ait<>elied I'ridl* lu y mi rme •! rignage, 
the Bengalee, after an attendiiice on College ot moic ilidii three 
years and a half. 

So fmall a progrefs can challenge no merits which can comprn« 
fate for the inadeqivacy of his qualificaikm tur the dimes of Public 
Office; bttt it has been de'enniiicd, and iliat in a fpini of induU 
gence, to allow hiiu the piobation of another year. I might per- 
haps, in the hope of a favordile reCiilt, have onii ted even an allu- 
fiun to this gemleman, if 1 had not realon to apprehend that ai 
dit'pulition has :^r'tren to m finterpret a degree of indulgnice, wliicllr 
in I'ebruary i8o3, was extended, under very fpecial c rcnmnancesy 
to two gentlemen who had acquit ed a competent knowledge of or> 
ly one language, and to fpread an expcB.iiion that gen Icmeri 
would be indifcrifnina'cty aduiiited to (erve in the commercial 
branch, wlih that dcfeflive qaalificatio:^. 

The princi) leson which the excep'ron alluded to was tPadc, 
were fo explicitly Rated inmv difeonrfe ttpOn that i rcafron, that 
k appears difficult to have nnirundetficod them; and to 
fuch an error, it might (ceni t'ufiicirnt to rffci to tiia» cxpltr ac oiu 
For the piupofe hoviever. of arrefling the progrefsof fo pernicious 
a mifconcepiion, 1 am denrotisof taking tills opporiiu i v of iii:c. 
qnivocally reminding the Sttldcnr^ of the ('ollrgc ot Fuii Wil- 
liam, that one language will not fuffice, and that a eaii|>rtcnce in 
two will be uqnired, w^ioiit difiinCtioi) as to the pamcii'ar line 
of the fervice, which tKlPfafle, or perhaps under the mitlake which 
I am now corte^hiig^ the indolence of the Student might lead Inui 
topicfer. Feeling fo'^cibly, from the rxpc«imeni alir:dy made, 

It is with much reiii61auce I «im co if trained to advert in this 
place to the exprefs men ioii in the report of the College Council 
of three Students who have made no progicfV in i ny l.iiiguage in a 
period of nearly ihrec years. It has been dctcrimwed to afford 
them the opportuniry of one yearmoie, lo redeem their forfeiied 
leputation, and to aver# the inevitable coi ft-queitccs to ihcir views 
in lifr, ihcir character and fortiire, of a prefeverarf? m ilc 
breach of every duty to ihrnifelves, to ihcir paients, iheii friends 
and their employers, wh ch afirr the admonuinns alicady more 
than once repeated, will add the offence of contuniacy to all that 
was before culpable in their conduB. 

f am grieved to fav, that their minds do nor feem, or have not 
yei been found acccflihle to the higher and more honorable in* 
ducemenls which have been held out to them in exhortatioua coib>

It la with pleiliire ih ii I Itiin from tbi> ufll ^ling part of my dll’* 
ly, to repou mi :he .iceuftoaied and wed jnUified teinis of approbsu- 
tion, the continued ibfp'ay of einiriciit talents, aUidniiy, conflancy 
and zeat in the difi baige of IcveroL and iabonokMi funCfioiis, for 
v/hich the learned Piolellbrs and Olliters of the C’ollege of tort 
William, European and Native, have ever flood diflingnifliecf* 
This tribute will be fuiind in fevei..! intlar.res due i ot exrliifiiciy 
to the faithful and ^ble performanct! of rliihes purely aCiidciniral, 
but to the voluntary exteunon of labour*^ already fuflicieiiily 
weiglry, in works of learning which 1 fliall have the fitisfadiou of 
noticing in the frqiicl of this di(c«uirle. 

There is a topic, liOACver, exHeir.ely inicrefl’ing to the ge 
Iier<i1 cattle of oriental leatinng, as well as to ihi^ College, 
and to the Honourable Company’s iicrvUe in India, which 1-

flight and fomewhat aniicipaicd notice of the fiibje^f I refer to. 

1' have been defiroiis of coMeding fiich ioforination as iniglii 
enable me to report fume probable Judgment concerning tlic opc- 
latioii 1)1 the knowledge acfptired at the College of Heiifoid, on 
ti>e fiibfeqiM-rt fludics of us members at Furl William. Bui the 
experiincnr is yet too recent and itupcrfetl to fiiiiiifli a mature uiid 
well grounded Of I' lon. 

The experience hi herto acquired on thisfubjeU appears to ba 
dcftf^livc ill two reipeda. 

FirtI, too fniall a pioportinn of \he Students hiihrrio received 
from Herifoid have palled Ihioiifjb the full riiurfc of Oriental 
fludy imended by the Ueguliiior* of that College to prreede the 
denartiire of the pupils for India. Tb.e 1h*c fou'idatiun of that 
irffimtion did not indeed admit earlier than Ufl )ear, of the regii- 
laiioii which relates to that point, beirg fliially and completely 
in force. 
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Butin Ihc next jlace l he College it fcf is too jonng to have 
attamed the more perlea powcis ol inlir.t£lioi) vi hich may hcicahcr, 
and probably louii enable if to (end forth peiiodicallyi and iiaiis»ter 
to the College ot Foil Wiibatii, a l*ieceffku t f it holars poflli- 
6ng the fu*I mealure of acquirement which the prcIciibcJ term uf 
thice years aiieiidaiice at Hciifotd may be capable ol aiiordmg. 

The fludy of the Hindpoflaiiee Language lud I'Ot been allotted 
to thofe Meinbi rs of Hertford College who wcie 
Bengal at the date of the lair advices; and ihe exiciifive 2 iid van. 
ous coiirfe of general Ihidy, embracedt 1 think wild), mid 1 do 
not doubt, it will prove teueficidjly, in tlie fcheine vf eiiucatiuii 
Afligned to that InOitution, will alivaya appear tu lenve luiue dtf- 
advantage on the College at ileiifora, in a companfoH with ihe 
College of Fojt William, on the (ingle point ot progreU during 
equal pe(iodt of iludy, in the Oriental Languages. 

The abfence at ITertford of another advantageoua inridenf »o 
the local fiiuation of out CoUe«;c in Bengal, mull niHvoidaU'-y 
continue, in all times, and under all circuinltancei, to give lo the 
latter a decided fiiperiori'y in Oriental puvluits. 

It will be etioiigli to obferve that two of the Languages which « 
are faiighc here, the Hindooflanee and Bengalee, are vrmdcular ; 
and the Stiiden*, in the hours of leiAire cr amtireinrnr, .'tiirl with- 
out fatigue or defign, is quickening imperceptibly the (edentary 
labours of his ClaCs by the practice of living tongues ; while his 
grammatical and critical ftudies are correOing the inaccuracies, 
and refining the nidenefs of colloquial intcrcouife. 

The Student is at the fame time fiinounded by, and living wi*li 
learned men, native and European, who are at once taiiiiliartv and 
profoundly coiiveirant in all <he objects of his (Indy. It is diRtcult 
to appreria e th s advantage ton highly ; but it is maiiifeft that no 
fuch aid cju be furnifhed fur ihe promotion of S udy, where bi th 
inOiiiCltion and praCf ce are exrlufivcly fupplied by a (ingle inafier, 
or by two' or three ludisIdu^U, to a multitude of Scholars, who 
with many diflereiit and diftinit 'occupations undrr other iiillruc- 
tors, are living at home, where no language but ihrii own isfpokeii, 
and where both the cliar^flets and founds of ihofe which they are 
(ludyiiig, (o tar from familiar, are yet/ regarded with the fort of 
wonder which one fees bcOowed by the vulgar on romeiuipenc* 
trable and unintelligible nijficiy. 

Under thefe difadirantages, ifiberent in the nature of the cafe, 
and yet greater at this early period than they uuy hereafter be, It 
mud be faii^fiflory fo ihofe who fuiiiided, or w ho now favour 
that e(iabiinini‘‘nt, ih^t 1 am enabled, in the rtbleiice of mote 
ample grounds for a jiidgmeni on the fuhjefl, to fay, from my own 
obfervAtiOii, that we have already derived fome of our m'>ft di(« 
tiitguifiicd otnamcQts from Heitford College, 1 da not fpcak of 
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thejnrrit to which 1 now allude, in cnmpariron only with that of 
CiiiPinj'Oiaries of the prerent ycai j but I would jihco it confi- 
dently in parAllel with the belt and bri^htcfl pcrioo ot oui College* 
To wa^ant this homage, jullly and iinpariiall) paid to ihe 
early fruit of our new, not i :val, but uUici ate irdtiiution, I ha'.e 
only to narnc

protection of the Company. Scindea had it in contempla.;

Various stories an* abroad, respecting the origin of 
the disagrpemi-nt, which we stated in onr last, to hatt 
arisen between the ('ompaii} ’s Supracargoes at China 
mul the Covcrnnu'iit of Canton, Accerding to one report, . 
the n.'ws of (lie armament fitting out at the ports of 
India bad excited alaroii in the minds of the Viceroy 
and bis Tongso, svho soiled a Native Agent of the 
P;r t India Company at Cgiiton, and compelled him, 
by the appliciiuoii of thumb-screws and other iiistrumentsr 
of tori 11 re, to confess, that these preparation! werw 
intended ngait si (ho celestial empire ! This proceeding,* 
it is said, was followed by a summons to the ChlSf 
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Snpraeargo, directing hlm^ to repair immediately < to 
Canton, and answer for the presumption of which hh 
countrymen stood accused. The Siipracargo, it is added^ 
declined to obey the call, obserTing, that he should pro« 
need to Canton as usual on the arrival of the Company's 
ships ; long before which period, the real destination of 
the armament in question would be fully known to the 
Chinese. 

IVe do not attach much credit, to this story ; and jh% 
inclined to thkik, that the statement which we gave ill 
last, conreys the true account of the a/Tuir. At the saiuw,^ 
time, it is possible, that some disenssfons may 
arisen at Canton, rrspecting the eipedlMons under 
equipment in this quarter. 

The 11. C. Eitra Ship Euphrates j Ca^Mh Herbert, 
arrived at Madras on the 10th ultimo. The Buphr<tt'Sf 
had been hove down and repaired at (he Cape of Good 
Hope, from whence she sailed on the 30tli of July. Sho 
was to leave Madras about the S4th ultimo, and inay be 
wxpected here, in the course of a few days. 

The first news of the departure of an expedition 
from India against the French islands had boeii conveyed > 
to the Cape by the Sarah Christiana^ which sailed from 
Madras in company with the first division of transports, 
reached the Cape on the 11th of July, and sailed from 
thence on the 18th, in prosecution of her voyage to England. 

la coascquence of the information conveyed by the 
'Sarah Christiana^ His Majesty's 78d and 87tii Regiment, 
were Immediately ordered to hold themselves in readiqesi 
for foreign service. 

His Excellency Admiral Bertie, proposed to proceed 
with the expedition from the Cape in person, if his 
health would permit. 

His Majesty's Frigate Psycho^ which followed the 
expedition under Colonel Keating, with four or five 
transports under her charge, oontainiog military stores 
and some additional troops, hat returned^ from Rodriguea 
to Madras, Her convoy had reached iU destination ia

We hare received, in a series of late ukhbars, varioat 
details relative to the operations of Ameer Khan’s army^ 
and those of his General, Mahommed Shah Khan, against 
the Jay pore country* The lateness, however, of the 
hours, at which they reached us, has prevented ns from 
arranging theiii in time fur our present number. And, at 
any rate, while much of the in^lligence from Europe is 
still new, and, the curiosity of our readers is alive to that 
only, wo could hardly hope to conciliate much of their at* 
tent ion to subjects of llindoostan politics. Ameer Khan’S 
influence continues still to predomitiale in the councils and 
camp of liolkar. But his alfairs seem to be in the last 
degree embarrassed, and his army nearly in a state of mv« 
tiny. 

The General Wellesley^ it is said, has been taken up 
at IMudras for the expedition. She is required, to receive 
the stores, which were intended for shipment on the H. 
C. Ships Preston and PAmniJs; it having been found 
iiBpracticable to land the whole of their cargoes from 
these two vessels, without exposing the fleet to detention* 
The letters received from the Upper Provinces since 
our last, are fliled with accounts of the further rise of / 
the river, and of the ravages committed throughout the 
country by the inundatioit* The following is from FuU 
tyghur.

By lafe ad^icea from the Upper Protincea, we leant ^ 
that a detachment of troops, consisting of the 7lh RegU 
meat of Native Cavalry and two Battaliohi of Infanfry, 
was about to march from Kurnaiil, against % Seik. 
chioftain named Jut Sing, who had occupied and refused 
to relinquish a fortified village belonging to a triblitarjr, 
of the British governmeitf. This chieftain’s territories 
are situated to the south of the Sutledge; and he is said to 
command a force of about 3000 Cavalry, superior to 
most of the predatory horse in that part of India, he. 
sides about 1000 Infantry eteployed in garrisoning his 
Forts. He was expected to hold out, nntil the detach, 
ment approached the village ; bet it was riot cooceired| 
that be would attempt any serious resistance. 

Another small army had likewise taken the field in 
that quarter, against the Bhnttees, a predatory race of 
people, uho have for some time infested the frontier of 
the Hnrriaiia country, and whose characteristic cunning; 
and rapidity, combined with very ferocious habi(8| hate 
rendered them formidable to the population. 

We learn by the Hiiidoostan newspapers of last 
moith. that lltinjcet Sing had moved from Lahore to 
Umrutsir, and proposed to set out shortly for Kang, 
rah. A Vakeel from Ameer Khan had arrived at Unu 
rulsir.' 

* The armies of Ifolkar and Ameer Khan, still remained 
In the neighbourhood of Jaypore, and eoiitinueil to op* 
press the cooirry, without obtaining any perinaaeiii re. 
lief to their own distresses. 

By accounts from Bombay of the ultimo* wt are 
coticerued to learn, that ike Portuguese Brig Betexa d4 
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wliich saileil from Goa in the be((iniiing of Jantf* 
flfry bound to Kio Janeiro, was wrecked; in the coutsf 
of tlie samn mouth, wifbin th6 Straits of Mosambique* 
The Snpracar^o (Mr. Goethals,) and the greater part 
of the crow, perished. This intelligence had been 
conreyed to Surat, by a velsel just arrired from Mosaid. 
bique. 

The Bombay Courier received on Satarda;f, contains 
the following important information. 

The llon*ble the Court of Directors, in an advertisf* 
ment dated the 2d May, and published on the 8th 
the London papers, have given notice, that, in con&o. 
queuce of several representations having been made to* 
them, of the iucotiVenieiice resulting to individuals from 
the sudden and unexpected discharge of the Register 
Debt in India, which occasioned the remittance to Rog. 
land of capital vested in the Company’s securities, 
which it was not (he intention of the Proprietors to 
have trail ferred thither; and also, with a view to ac« 
commodate othi rs whose capital had been remitted, in 
consequence of the termination of the Decennial 
Loans; they had resolved to allow the Proprietors of 
such capital the option uf rerurniiig bills, then under 
acceptance and drawn for the puynient of the priiu'i« 
pal of the Loans, to be re-invested at the Presidency, 
at which such bills were drawn.*’ 

The first division of the expedition from the, Coast, 
consisting of tho 11. C. Ships iVerfon, IViHi urn Pitt ^ 
Mexundcr^ Sir Stephen Lushing ton and Phttnix^ and- 
the Comitry Ships Ladjf Barlow^ Europa and Resource^ 
saihd from Madras roads on the 22d ultimo, under convoy 
of His Majcsl}’s bhips Cormro/fis and Phatton. They 
were followed, oti the 33U, by His Majesty’s Ship 
Russell^ bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral Drury, with 
the Ciorindey Cornelia and Psuche Pngales, and the 
fletper Sloop of War. 
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The departure af the H. C. Ship EuphraiiiCl^ 
Bengal had been countermanded; and (bat vesiel had' 
been ordered to take in a qnantit^r of military ato.ee 
and field equipments, which had been unaToidabljr left' 
behind, and to follow the expedition to the French Is. 
lands. We do not learn, that anj additional troopa 
;voiild embark on the Euphraits. She was expected 
to sail immediately. 

' llis Majesty’s Ship Dasher left Madru ^ roajtt^'for 
Bengal, on the evening of the 91th ultimo^ and hat 
been hourly expected in the river for some days past.

* lly !efters from Delhi of the 9Bth ultimo, we Itarw 
that* a party of 900 horse was detached from that cUjr. 
by tl.e Ke ident, in the night of the 16th, for the purpose 
of surprising and disarming a village between Delhi and 
Kurnaul, where banditti were acciiUomeci to harbour. 
The purpose was effected without difiicuUy ; no attempt 
to resist being made by the inhabitants. The parly started 
again, at one o’clock on the following morning, in pur. 
suit of a band of thieves and murderers (sixteen in 
niimher,) who were known to be in a Seik 
village about 15 or 18 miles distant. They reach, 
ed the pla^'e at day.break, and proceeded to surround 
it. As little diflicuHy, however, was experienced hero 
as at the former village. Most of the villagers had gone 
.oat, in the preceding night, to graze their buffaloes; 
and ' those who remained, were overawed by the ap. 
pearance of so considerable a force. The troops were 
allowed to search the place therefore, without ojipo»i(ion ; 
bat succeeded in securing only three out of the sixteen 
banditti. The party then proceeded to Paiiniput ; where 
they arrived on the evening of the 16ih, having 
marched 40 miles in the course of the day. 


Further particulars of the inundation- in the Upper 
Provinces, have been received since onr last. ~ Its 
course appears to have extended tu the southern limits of 
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t |)0 Niwab’a Country, but not with the same fioleiice 
ifbich U exhibited in Rohiicuud and the higher parts of 
the 6ooab. In the neighbourhood of Futtyghur, Indigo 
pjantationi had been destroyed, and the whole country 
had suffered from . the rayagea of the torrent.

who had reached that island in one of the boats of hil 
ship. Kveu the annals of the British navy furnish but 
few examples of desperate valour, to he compared with 
that which has been displayed in the defence of the iVirre/efe. 
And were it not for the particular circumstances under 
which the failure has occurred, and the important Interests 
which it exposes to hazard, we should he apt to think every 
disaster compenbated, by the acduioiiai lustre which our 
national character deiives from the whole enterprise* 
AYhen the Ner^ide was last boarded by a boat from the 
S/rtifs, the greater part of the crew were already killed or 
wounded, Captain Willoughby had lost an eye and had 
his arm shattered by a shot, and the Master commanded on 
deck. Captain Willoughby, however, positively refused 
to quit his ship, or to strike his colours, so long ok he 
hao a man left to fire a guii. And he liicrally adhered 
. to his word. W'lien the enemy took possession of the 
ship, she was reduced to a complete wreck. 

Both the enemy’s ships remained aground, when they 
were last seen ; and it was hoped, that they Would Hover 
again be serviceable. ,

Fort Napoleon, which put to sea, on the first receipt of 
Intelligence by signal of the disasters which had befallen 
the British ships. Commodore Ilammelin, it is said, Im. 
mediately sent in a flag of truce to Cnptaln Lambert, sum. 
mining him to surrender the Jpkigenia and the garrison 
of fha island. To tliis Captain Lambert replied, that he 
was ready to evacnate (he Isle de la Passe, if he might be 
permitted logo uomoleslcd ; but that, if M. Hamu.eliu 
wi bed to have the Iphigenia, he must take her. In this 
situation mailers remained, at the dale of the last ac. 
counts. Meanwhlie, Commodore Rowiey, in the BoaiU. 
cea, had sailed from Bourbon, on the 93d of August, (the 
wery day of the action at Port South East,) with a trans. 
port and 300 troops, to reinforce the detachment at the 
Isle do la P4S>4. The Hoa,Ueea i.> one of the most now. 
crful Frigates in the Brifi>li navy ; and, if the water and 
provisirms at the island were only siiflicient to hold ont 
until her arrival, there could be little doubt, but that her 
force, uuited with that of the Ijthigenia, might safely bid 
deflanre to the whole squadron of the enemy.

We slated in otir last, that (he relobratrd forireii oC 
Narwar had fallen info (he hands of Sciiidt'a, after a ferf 
^hort stegn ; and that this unexpected succei^s was the re. 
suit of a stratagc:n, by which tbn greatest pari of the gar. 
' risoti ^ c brought over to the interest of the besiegers, 
and induced to receive their attaik with blank cartridges 
only. The event took place, about the 15lh ultimo. Tbo- 
mock combat was of considerable duration, and maintaiD. 
ed with much apparent obstinacy on both sides • iiiilil at 
length Scindea’s troops surinountod every difTiciiity, and 
etitcred (he breach in bloodless triumph. This conquest was 
considered by the Mahratta chieftain, as by far the greatest 
atchievement of his reign. When news first reached (he 
camp, Ms courtiers assured hiti, that no former warrior 
had been able to take Narwar, and consequently that no 
former warrior had ever equal ed him in prowess. It was 
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discjverpc] indeed, that the place had onc^befon* 
f;iirrnnc!(*nMt to .s'lTtimier S|iali Loodee. Bat, as that Prince 
was considered by the Mahrattas to be the s«ime wifh 
Alexander the Great, it was not found difliciilt to. re*, 
concile the ^Ioit of tlndr master with the ri?alship of so 
renowned a Goinininder. Certain it is, (hat Scindea himself 
wassomiicli ama/ed and elated hy his own exploit, that 
In* remained at Narwar, at a period some m ecks siibse. 
C|iieiif to its snrrciider, talUiiitr of iio hin^ els(% hut build, 
inp; a paiarc there, and iixiii*!r bis diicf residence in the 
city, VViili (he fortress itself, he. had obtained pr ssession 
€>f anahninhiit supply of stores of every description. 

T!)c Prince, howcTor, was not long allowed to enjoy 
his success undisturbed. Karly in October, a new mutiny 
broke out among the remaining regiiiar corps of his sriny. 
Three battallions, formerly betuiiging to Jacob’s brigade, 
who had for a long time been detached on service, and 
whose pay was much in arrear, rnfered the camp in a stale 
of extreme disorder, and breathing only fury and revenge, 
'they were proscnlly joined by fne other buitallious, be. 
longing to the main aiiny. In (lie first iusinncc, Scindea 
auccc^ecjcd in gaining over some of the leaders : but, no 
sooner did (he.^c attempt to use (lieir iiiducnce with the 
men, than they svere instantly massacred, h'leanwhile, 
some other bodice of regulars had been diiiarmed, under a 
suspicion of disloyalty ; and, united by the indignity in a 
common cause with the iiisiirgi-nt buKullions, they also 
joined the miiliny. Ihe few baUallions ot Infaiijlry, 
tfgaiii which continued true (a tin ir standard, refu.sfd to 
It^nd any aid towards reducing (In ir brethren to submis^ioll.

But, neiMier (liere nor 
at AmboyiM, was it ctuiceived possi .te, that an FiXpcvIt* 
tion could be sent, prev^us to IIk; change of th;.* monsoon* 
while, the Dutch liad used all liie cxerti se', whicii 
their liiuited mcaus would ailoW| to reuiovc ilio spiceil 
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which were in store at Rantia (b their settlements ol 
the tile of An ihtglish priae Ship, ffurmeriy 

named the Dhcovcrit^) which was taken about two 
j’ears again (hose seas by i\\^ Cannonier ^ was fitted out 
for the purpose; and, together with another vessel, ap* 
peats to liavo accompli hed her voyage in safety. Itwal 
not likoiy therefore, that Randa would yield a very rich 
Ipoil lo the captors. The place was in an excellent stale 
•f defence; lha furtificaiioiis being considered as equally 
ftroiig uitli those of Aiiiboyna. The Garrison was likewisa 
miM'C'ahle in point of nutnhers ; though no reinforce* 
moot lud arrived, snl>si.>(pient to the capture of Ambuyna,-«* 
nor i\ideed, from the low coiiilitioii of the other Unich 
colunh'S. and iUhi* loUl want of shipping, could by any 
means have been conveyed. 

The most prrfrot tranquillity prevailed at Atnhoyna, when 
the Lord Mint a Cime away. The garrison, which originaU 
ly coiislslcd of ^00 ICnropeaus, had been reduced by sick* 
OAss to 1 ^0. This mortality however, was rather attributed 
tn the debauched habits of 4he men, lliaii to any epidemic 
distemper. It lud at no tune extended to the ulViceis ; audit 
had ciM'ted altouetlier, before the Lord Aiinto sailed* Be* 
yidcs the Kuropeaus, a Native corps, composed of between 
(J ail. I 700 Javanese, (most of them formerly iu i lie Dutch 
lervico.,^ had been formed and discipiiueit. The garrison 
was employed, iu impruviug the defences of the place, by 
ra/ing heveral useb s^ wuils, which increased the extent 
and coniplcsily) without adding to the strength of the fortu 
Jivdtionv. Ti.eso no- Us had been very scdtdous'y con- 
strucied bv the Dutch, who iial no ies<« than .*960 pieces of 
camion mounted on the diilerent batteries of the island, 
when the Kiiglish lamled, and seemeil to have spared no . 
labour or expouce, to render the place proof agaiust attack* 

The iircouut, which we received some time ago from 
Malacca, o' the proceedings adopted by General Daendela 
against the Ollicers rouccrnedln the surrender of Amboyna, 
bad been eoutimted, by the relations of tho Bn?gesc traders, 
.abd by advices received at Amboyiia, Ihrotigh such a 
variety of chatmcls, that hardly any doubt could he eniet* 
tdloed of tho authi;uticity of the slV^y* Golouel FiJa^ tht 
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Comnandant of the Dutch forcei on the island, had b«^ii 
publicly executed. Even the Civil Governor, (on whom 
popart of the responsibility propeily devoWed, hi»au« 
thorify having ceased from the moment that the place uas 
invested,) had been dismissed with disgrace, en thi* charge 
of having assisted to draw out articles of capifuUiion, (.11 
the day preceding that on which the English landed. And 
the few Dutch Officers, who had choscu to remain at Am* 
|)oyna under the English government, rather than to pro. 
Ceed lo Java as prisoners of war« had been deiiuiiiiced (or 
traitors, their effigies hung in public, and a reward offered 
for their heads. 

The latest accounts from Java, represented the affairs of 
Dutch in that quarter, as very precariously situated. 
The island continued still the theatre of an invi terate war. 
fare; General DaendeU himself had found it necessary to 
head the troops; and, in some recent actions with ilio 
jpantamese, he is said to have been worsted. 

The character of Daendels, we understaml, is very highly 
ffspected among his countrymen, no(wirh«>taiiiling the iiatts 
of severity, by which it is diHtinguishcd. He is arcoiiii. 
ted a man of the strictest honor, perfectly hiavo, of great 
talent and activity, and, (contrary to wli.tt has coininonly 
hcen supposed,) by 110 means a pariizan of tie Krinch 
interests, but a sincere Inver of his unlive ruinifiy, ;nu 1 open 
in his Condemnation of the system of measures by wliicli 
fhe has lately been degraded. 

^ About the beginning of July, the Lord Minto paid a 
visit to the Sultan of Tidore, who, fur some years past^ 
has been chiefly indebted to Captain Gn ig's cxeriiotu, U\t 
the means which have upheld Ijia esihience against the 
efforts of the Dutch power. (.apCaiii Greig, on this occasi. 
on, found tte party rather in a low condition, 1 he old 
King had died, and was succeeded by his son. The latter 
had gained but few additional followers to his standard ; 
and, since Captain Greig's last voyage, he had been rel 
pehtedly molested by the enemy. Uut be was well supplied 
with ammunition • and, the sovereignty of the Dutch in that 
juartar being so uear^ close, he had nothing fuftLcr to

Many of oiir readers are aware, that the whole of the 
treasure which formed the subject of the above suit, 
was some lime ago sent round to Bengal, and rostered 
to the owners, on security being given by them, to 
answer any demands against it, which the Court might 
adjudge. 


The H. C. Ship Diana, having on board his Kxcellenry 
Lieutenant-General llewett and suite, sailed from Ma. 
dras oil the IQlh current. She was accompanied by the 
Georgiaua Packet, which reached Madras on the Rtli, 
and, after having taken on board a detachment of the 
94th Poot. set out again immediately on her relmu to 
Bengal.

a fortnight ago.

viiice; and that a famine was in consequence appre. 
hended. On the 25ih of the same moiilh, we find a 
aimilar occurrence reported from Fullyghur, and sub- 
aequenlly from Barelly.

importance had came to hu knowledge, which he wilfully con.

Government of which he was a fervent. By this conduft, he had, 
0*1 his onn flatement, made himfelf a party to the fraudi, which he 
was appointed to invefligate ; and an ittforn>itioa might piobab y 
be fii<^d agatnU him tomorrow, for a criminal connivance at the 
praBicei of thofe, whom he now flood forward ro accufe. 

Mr. PiRCUasoN had from the firfl been at a lofi to difeover, 
and was Hill doubtful, wheherAfr. Jlrr/lr//saa an individual, or 
Guvemment, was the profecuior in this infiancc. But hewevrr 
that mia;Ut be, the cale, he apprehended, would not be at all alee* 
red. Government cohld not, any more than an individual, come 
to their Lordflitps, aiyl call for ihrir extraordinary interference in 
acale, the dcmeiits df which appeared fo llrongly on the very 
grounds on which the application was made to tiie Court*! favour. 

Mr. FtacussoN had advifeU bis client, not to file any affidavit 
in aiifwer to that of Mr, Ricke/fs; chough .Vc. lano 
could have coniradided many of the mpft material fads which 
Mr, Ritkutt had aliedgrd.

The storm, which occtirn d at Madras on the even.^ 
ing of the ]8(h tiliimo, and compelled all the India* 
men in (he Roads to put out to sea, was one of those 
sudden and violent gmts, which are generally cxpt'vi* 
enced alon^ (ho Coast, at (be change of the monsoon. 
iVil the ships were under the necessity of cutting their 
rabies ; but t^y fortunately moved in time, to avoid 
the impending danger. The only vessel which re. 
mainMl, was a small Arab, which happened to be under 
detention at Madras, awaiting adjudication by the Court 
of Admiralty. This vessel wept down at her anthers, 
pnd was totally lost. 

After the gale abated, iht Harriet and Sir William 
Benshjf being in company together, and no other ship

in sight, spoke so each other ; an.l it was agreed, that 
they shriiild stand on fur Bengal. The other ships returned 
to the roads. 

The Karl Sl> Viar.rnt had sa led, two days before, 
fur Trincuinalec and Tidntc dc (Talle, with a detachiueiit 
of troopH (consisting ofuboiit 4C0 men,) which had been 
rcceiiily sent up from i'«yLoti to Maiiru'^, to join the 
expedition against flic i’i«*nch islands, but had arrived 
too late. 

The dcpartiiro of tlie Ann for Fnglaticl had been 
countermanded ; it I'eintf tieetix d iinpraclitMblc, at so 
advanci'd a period of the season, to complete h«r cargo 
in Madras Uoads, without iticiirring voiy great risk, 
bhe sailed accordingly for Ihiigal, with the other India* 
men, on the 2*2d ; and, in common with the Indus and 
Diana^ is still unaccounted for. 

The Dtnna, in her passage from Madras, kept close 
in by the shore as far as (iaiijain, which she reached In fho 
short space of six da)s. But she there met with tho 
baffling winds usual at this season of (he year, and was 
under (he necessity of beating up to (he eastward. Tho 
Diomeda parted company, about the same time. *lho 
Pinnn being rather crank when she lift Madras, it 
was apprehended, (hat, instead of lying to in (be galo 
pf the t20th, it might be fioiiid ncce^^ary to pot her ab »ut 
before the wind ; in whirb case, «lie might be greatly 
thrown back in her voyage, and her arrival may still 
for some days be retarded. 

The squall experienred by (he Phoenix and her con* 
joy in the nfght of the appears to have been es* 

trVmeiy violent, but of short daratim and very limited 
ill its extent ; — so much so indeed, that it wat not per* 
ceived at all by one of the ships of (he Fleet, which, 
only three or four hours before, had been close to the 
Phnrnix, The Phanix herself %a8 for some lime nearly 
on her beam«endt ; ard, as well as (he Sylvia^ and 
one of the Indiaroen, had several of her saiU blown lo 
ra£^- Ihis however was the uiniosc damage, which 
ghy of the ships sustaiiu d. 
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A .cirange story had fomul its way to Aladras fromt 
PviiUDg, stating , (hat a Freiuili ship of (io guns, com- ' 
mandcd hy Murcouf, hao been €.iic«Minten il by an Arab 
Irat^er, iiHhe Gulpli IVr'iia. 'I'l.e Fn-nch shipyitis 
aiiilcd, \wi.» oil her way to IVisia, Hiui had on board 
\iihiahlo presents for ilie kiitg^ to whom Surcouf had 
been depused us ambassador hum the Fiiiperor Napoleon ! 

By a general Oidor puiiUshcil at Madras in (he course 
of last inoiitli, ail (ho d«‘partmoiits ot military supply, at 
that Fresidciicy, were placed under the ch<irgo of a Com- 
inibbary General, with a gradation of Deputies and A"', 
sistatits under him, on the same system which has been 
adopted in Bengal. 



The late reports received hy (he way of Malacca, 
stating (hat tiu» jarge Fieiicli Fii^aus had appeared in 
the China Seas, lio not seem to ha\e obtained much 
credit. Two vosels sei n oil* Adn*en, which had been 
mauniOed into shipc of this description, proved to bo

The Fled of outward. bound China Ships, under convoy 
of the Cratnptff^ wh se ariival at Jb'uaiig we noticed in 
our AppcMulix ot last week, reached that island « 4 ii (ho 
5lli of Srp(vr.du*i\ and sailed from thence on the I7lh, iq 
pro'^ecutiun ef iln-ir voyage.

We were, last Wednesday (the 31st ultimo,) visited 
hvn party of most alarming Intruders, a vast swarm 
of large Locusts, which descended here, in a black 
rlo.id, that almost darkened the rays of (he sun, and, 
after demolishiug s^inie rice fields and doing much 
mischief among the trees, (particularly the mangoe,) 
fortunately Irft us on \ttie following day. They pro- 
roedod from h^nce towards the hiHs, which extend 
along the frontier of this district.— It would bo 
clinicult to give any idea of lhi*ii number. They ap» 
peared a solid and vast column, several miles in ex*« 
tent ; and otir clear atmosphere became gloomy at 
their appr.^ach. The Natives were greatly alarmed 
on the occasion ; and the more so, as these inseefs 
had not been seen before in this part of the country, 
<< within the memory of man.— They came from the 
North-West; and are probably the same swarm, 
which appeared near the Presidency some time ago.”.

Lieutenant Gilmore, an experienced and valuable Oflirer, had

|he bearer of difpaichcs for his Excellency Admiral Drury. 

The Bncmy it appears, had advanced a ffrong Corps towards ihsr 
place where Admiral Rainier bad formerly landed—this was pre* 
ctfily what Captain Cole had anticipated, and was the principal 
cattle of his making the aiisckit the point he did— sad at the bout 
and manner in which it took place. 

A more daring and brilliant eifterprife we do not remember, and 
the judicioua and gallant manner in which it was conduced and 
Ciiried into cffeB, cannot be too high ly eftimated.

One 
letter iiiilfed, dated the 8th of Septcinher, fiom the Isle 
of Praece, which had been conveyed by the Cartel to 
Bonibo!), an.l from thence traiisrnited to Calcutta, states, 
with respect to one of the Passengers on the Cc^y/oii, that 
he i>>caped unhurt, though the Captain fell by hia 
side.” But the inforeuce, which this passage mighh other* 
wise seem to justify, is entirely set aside by the positive, 
affirmation, contained in aimtheir letter from the same wri« 
ter, dated the I6th of July, and forwarded under charge 
of a Native who accompanied the par y of seamen in 
their escape from Johanna, stating that t'aptaiii Meritoii 
had been severely vrounded in the bead, but is now 
out of danger.” This infurmatinii cstabiishes beyond 
a|I question, that Captain Meriton's wound had not pro*

The tccouBlf received from China by the late irrivale 
front the oaslward, giro no reaeon to brlieve, that an/ 
new (or, at least, any serious) disagreement, such ae was 
•ome months ago reported, had arisen, btiween the Com. 
mitteeof Supracar goes and ili« government of Canton. 

On tho firai arrival of tho Bombay abipSi some dilficnlijr 
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and distrusthadinileed appeared helwaen the Commandett 
of these a^ips and the Hung Merchaiiia. in con&equencefj^ 
of the previous failure of one or two of tlits latter, auti 
the general eiiibarrassmeut of jnercaaule affairs whigli 
bad ensued at Canton. 

Freily confideut hopat appear to hare been still en« 
terrained of the safety of the Ocean; sts^ in the even c 
of that ship having suffered any considerahle danta^e in tl.o 
gele which she encountered, there would be s ffirif ut 
cause to arconiit for her detention, without having re« 
course la the supposition of her having actually peruhud. 

Letters from Manilla received by the way of China, 
mention, *that some pretty sipart shocks of an earthquake 
bad been experienced at that settleinenf, on severs f 
•ttccesbife days in the beginning of March. It docs 
not appear, however, that any damage of consequence 
bi^d been suitgined. 

The gallenn had returned from Acapulco, where she 
bad found a most advantageous market for her cargo of 
the preceding year. 

Dop Manuel Gon*salez D’Aanilar, the new Governor of 
the Philippines, liad arrived from Lima| aud entered on 
the functions of his office. 

The report of the Prisoners of War, who have rp» 
turned from the Isle of France in the Susannah^ is ex« 
tremely favourable, we understand, to the coiidiict of their 
captors, and particularly of the French Officer who wsiS 
pJa:*<nl in charge of the Ceylon^ and who not only rrs« 
|)ocC(vl :h ir pi rsoiial property, but endeavoured to relirve 
the dibh'C'S of iheir situation by ^evi*ry attention whirli 
bumani:y could bii(jigest. After tfieir arrival on ilte i$(« 
and, however^ the treatment, which they l•xperiell(‘ed. was 
wholly different. They were negUcted ly the govt-m- 
ment, and pilfcrod by individuals ot luaily cvny 
article of value, which they possessed. 

AVith concern we have learned, that the desertions of 
the KugHsh prisoners at theManritius to the French ser. 
vice, bad of late been more freijiipiit than at any fqrmer 
jl^rioil i and that the prisoners, who from time to time had 
acluaily eniisUd, formed a cousiasrabie corps. 
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at the Mauritius, hare been recelfcd 
In tu\rii from Captain Arnot, late of the Country Ship 
reporting; the capture of that voiisd by the 
CorveU<'. She was taken off the i»lc of Franco, 
on the l.^th of September, nvbilo on her passage from 
Kodriguez to Bourbon, charged uith naval and iniiitary 
stores. According to one report, she bad also a detaclu 
laent of 300 Madras Sepo}s on board, and a traio of 
battel tiig ordiiaiicf. But we are incliaed to doubt thie 
part of the story ; as IXicacn, we think, uoiild hardly in 
that rase ha\c furgotten to boast of hi^ priac. 

After the surrender of the crews of the and 
her consort at tht- Isle de la the number of Knglish, 

prisoners at the I^lc of rrance was not less than 'iOOO* 
T^iid it bad become a sciiouS object with the government^ 
to get rid of a host of inmates, who were conBiimiiig 
their stock of provisions so aiiprefitably, 'and might ulti. 
Biately contribute materially to enhance the daiigerioflhn 
Colony. A cartel, wi’h C aptain Meriloii and other pii« 
aonets on boaiil. had acruidiiigly heeii de^pafciicd for the 
Cape, Mime w<«ks previous to the d<pur!urc of tha 
Unsannah. And it was expccti d, that unoiher party, 
(incbuling CoUutel Marriott and Captain Stewart, Ule of 
ihe IViiulhaut,) would be embarked for Bengal bufotn 
the end ol October. 

NdtwitbstandiHg the great shew of preparation exhibit* 
cd by the enemy t wo do not hud, that any person, wb# 
has t.itely visited the .Mauritius, evpressis or entertaiua 
tile ■ -t doubt of the success of tha expedition, which haa 
been sent agaiiMt it. 

'JHio •‘foiy of a signal having been seen from th# 
Sumrfnfih, just as she was leaving port, announcing tho 
appiL.ich to the island, of a French Frigate, 6^ days from 
Fizncei appears to be authentic. But little reliance howr« 
ever to be placed on any intelligence derived uoly frum 
an observation of this dtscriptiou. 


Thu H. C. Ship St. Fincfint arrived at Trincomalen 
on tbg 25tli of October, and landed there part of tbn 
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Iroopf vhirh she took on botrd at Madras. She was im 
proceed lu Foiiite cle Galle viiih the remainder, and from 
ilieiice weuid come round to Bengal, her original dcsiuu* 
iioii* 

The 4^h Regiment of Native C'avalry was iind<*r orders 
to march liom Loodchauueh to Mceiut on the 1 Ith uitimo.

'Hie prisoner liaivng pled Not GftUirf^ Mr. SiMrsoir 
ope ned the pleadings for the Crown, by recapituUiiog 
the several counts of (he indictment. 

The *Dvo ATE OvNCR\r. tltf>n stated in a few words 
to the J Ilf), (he leading i*irciiin$<aiicfs of the case. Tha 
Prisoner nt ttie l^ir. he observed, was a Ferjcnnt belong^ 
iiig (o i!;o I'oipsof Pioiie rs, who were sUtioiied at Kur« 
in the month of April last ; and //rnrp Naither^ 
the deceased, was a Scijeant.lilejnr attached to fho 
same corps. The murder, which they were called to in* 
ve*8(iga(e, was committed on the evening of the 9th of 
April, wliiie the deceased was sitting in his own hiin« 
gah»w at supper. In company with Serjeant AVinkel# (ono 
of •'.< comrades.) and of a Native woman with whom 
he cohahited. These two fVitnestes would this* day. ho 
prnd'jced, and (hiy wouUI fell the Jury, that, on tho 
evening in qiieMiuri. they were sitting round (he lablo^ 
k had just ti«*i'hed their snppir, when ihey were alarmed 
by (hr flash & lepnrt of a pistol, f roceiMling from the door 
of the bungalow • The ball sin rk Neifhrrvn the breast, who 
instantly e sclaimed, Oh God Jsnee, you have killed 

j’c!” On this, (h•*y turned roiiml, anc} saw Joirei, who 
instantly fled, 'there wss he^tides a third person, the 
^howdree of the baiar, who was tlsnding by Ae»//(e/*t 
chair at the time of the accident, and who als'i turned 
round, and dijitiiictly recognised tie person of the Ptitoner, 
Independent of all *hesc, there were several dentries, 
poated rntind the rantonmenfs. and at the hell of arms not 
far from Jones's bungalow. Tlin o of these were this day 
here. One of (hem wnttliVlell the Jury, that he saw a 
pian walk across froip Jones's hungatow to the bungalow 
of.the dereu'^ed. tlikf he immf'diate’y afterwards heard fhe 
fcpor* of the {jistol, and that he then saw the man rcturo 
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again to Jones's bungaUv. A second would tell them, 
that ho saw I he Prisoner y while standing in the bunga* 
low of Ntifher, And a third wonith corroborate the 
eiidence of the other two, by staling, that be heatd the 
ropori of (he pistol, and immediately alter saw a man run. 
Ring towards the bungalo«ir of Jjnes, Lastly, it would ^ 
be laid in evidence, th^t, presently after (he (hot was 
fired, H'inkt h proceeded to Joneses bungalow, and found 
there his pistol hanging bje the wall, Kill hot and dirty 
from having been recently discharged. He took Jones 
into custody ; and some expressions which fell from the 
latter on the occasion, and which Mr. Smith should learn 
the Jury to collect from the iVitnesseSy seemed furtlier to 
condnii his guilt. — Such were the facts of the case ; and, 
if these should come out asMa. Smith had stated them, 
it was hardly possible, he thought, for the Jury, unless 
they should believe all the Witnesses perjured, not to 
find the Prisoner guilty. As to any mothe, which 
prompted him to commit the crime, they were left wholly 
in the dark. Hut they could not therefore refuse <their 
belief to positive testimony. Ho should leave the case in 
their hands, without further observation, confident, that, 
after hearing the Witnesses^ they would di^charg^ their 
doty,' by finding soch a verdict as the evidence should 
call fur. 

William Fusdony Serjeant of Artillery, was the first 
Witness sworn, !le prove.* the Prisoner to be an Jri&h. 
man, and consequently subject to the jurisdiction of tho 
Court. Being questioned by Jones as to his character, 
he said, that he knew nothing against it ; he had been 
acquainted with him for many years, and always knew him 
to bo a good soldier. 

John Winkelsy Serjeant in the Company’s service, was 
then called. He stated, that he was stationed at Kurnaql 
ill the month of April last, and was present in Serjeants 
Major JSeiihers bungalow, on the evening when he was 
killed. It was a little after 7 o’clock, NvitherU f^oman 
and (he IViiness were sitting with him at supper, and tho 
Chow dree of the baxar w*as standing by the Serjeant. 
Major. Just as supper was* taken away, tiifi 
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With these obserTetiont. Genllemeni I leave you;— 
* happy, that, in* these troubled times, when wars and 
** commotions pervade so many other regions of the 
** earth, you have only such peaceful duties to perform, 
** that you lire in the enjoyment of security and i|uiet, 
** and subject to a ^oirernment. the offices uf which con. 
liiiutt to go on in perfect tranquility. Among these 
offices, the distribution of Justice is not the least 
essential to the preservation of social order, and to (ho 
“ general well-being of flic community. An important 
part in the peifoiinance of that olbce has this day fiilleti 
to your lot ; and 1 cannot doubt, but it will be diligently 
and conscientiously discharged,,* 

Having received their charge, the Grand Jury retired* 

Lieutenant AkKundcr Wack^ Indicted for wilfully 
shooting at ar.d wounding a Native, In a boat near i han. 
deriiagore, appeared in Court, and prayed to be lilh^r. 
ated on baih Their Lordships however were of opinion, 
that it was too serious a case, to adg^it of such an in. 
dulgence, and directed that he should stand committed. 

Go the motion of Mu. Fergl’ssov, the appearance 
of Charles tiuddam^ ^^9*9 against whom a biU was 
found at the last Sessions for Misdemeanour, was duly 
recorded, and be was permitted (0 traverse (o the iiist 
Sessions of the year 1811.

Bisionauih Bhote^ BuddenchunderGhote and Tilluck^ 
were Cheji brought (u the bar. on a charge of Larceny, in 
having stolen* a quantify uf Scotch sheeting, and cotton 
and silk hose from the godowns uf Messrs. Mackin. 
fosh, Fulfuii and McCItofock. Two of the Prisoners 
declaring however, that their Witnesses were not yet in 
attendance, but would bo ready by tha following day, 
their Lordships agreed to postpone the trial. 

The Court then proceeded to the trial of ilfrr. C/ara 
ffard, for sbopJifiiog. This was a case of some lo. 
Cerest* ; bat we must reserve the particuUri.for our neat, 
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at thi slnitular atrocity of tome of th« other cam on tho 
eatamlar call« our fint atttntioii to ihoio.

while the prosecutrix was in a acate of insensibility, from 
having oat of soap* medicated sweeimeati. whicdi she staled 
to hava been adtnini«»tered to her by the Piisoner. Thera 
not appearing to be fuflicient eiidmce h«»wever, to 
bring home the theft to Joum'tn. the Jury delivered in a 
verdict of Not (iHtUff. iV same tVisoner. it appeared, 
had been tried and acquitted at the last Siisioiis, for sU 
miiar practices* 

W$ionaHth llhofe and others, were again brought to 
the bar, and arraigned for a theft committml in the go* 
downs of Messrs. Mackintosh, Fulton and Mc(?lintock. 
The first fFiV/icir called was Mr, McClinfnck^ who stated 
the c rciiniitaiiccs, which had led to the discovery of the 
theft. On bis crossexamiiiatlon, however. It appeared. 
Shat an omission bad been made In the indictment, in 
consequence of which the Coart diree'ed the Jury to ac* 
quit the Frisonera, which they did accordingly.

Miu described the etrcuiniifauces of the murder, nearly 
Ml the same leriiiH with the foinier Witnen, She baa 
known Jones for alsoiit years ; aud nevor heard of any, 
previous dnlVrcnce between him and the deceased. The 
candle* which ^was on the table at the lime of the accMf ftt,, ^ 
was extinguished by the ball, which broke theabade* By* 
another liglii which was in the room, the Wiinete tawr 
Jfones^s back, he turned round. H« had on the iime 
r^mt, which he wears now ; and be was the only person fn 
the corps, who woie such a coat. The Wiineu koesi. 
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bim at iha time to be the Prisoner. THe fPitness law the 
tfottiid In the breast of the deceased, from which a great 
quantify of blood iiiued. He could not niOve« and s|>oke 
but little. He survived till neat day at 3 o’clock. tVtnkeh 
went to Jones*t bungalow^ nilhin a short iutecval after Chh^ 
shot was fired, 

Moolckund^ Chowdree of the Bazar at Kornaiil. had 
been sent for by Serjeant SU^jor JSeii/ief\ between 7 and 
8 in the evening, and was leaning »ii the Srijritnt»MaJor*s 
chair, when he heard the rt^pori of the pistnl, and the bail 
immediately struck and broke the shade which was on the 
fable, and then struck Xeither on the breast.

Just before the shot tgras fired, 
he saw Jones issue from his own bungalow, and proceed 
to Neithar*s ; he then heard the report of the pistol ; and 
immedi4tely afterwards saw Jones running back to hie 
bungalow, which he entered. He waa then dressed in n 
dark^eoloured coat, such as he wears now. |( wgs deep 
fsoonlight. 

Pogponauik Siag^ PrivAle of Pioneers, was on dotjf 
ns Centiuel, within about 15 or 10 paces of NeUker^a 
bungalow, when the shot was fired.

The la«t Wiincst called on the part of the Crosrti, 
was [Jukhiaul .Vi/ig, also a Pioneer. On the evening ib 
qiiesiioii, he had come to place his accoutrements in tbn 
bell of arms, when he hearti the report ofihe A 

Sentry then laid, Who has discharged a gon, In tbn 
SerjeantN hiiiigitow ?** And the tFtinesi immediately ran, 
to see %ih.it was the matter. He observadJoecf, close to 
the Se-jeaut.Major*s biingaloWt ^y***Ki ^iih a great coat 
on. and a pistol in his hand. The Ihinen knew him, and ' 
asked him u here he was flying. Janet made no answer, 
bat proceeded to his own bungalow* 

The PrOoner^ being railed on for hit defence, ita^edf 
that the rook .boy, who came to Calcutta wiih him, had 
committed «nme theft, and had been lent to jail, and that 
the onl 3 bfPffnrrf whom he now had, whs the woman wbn 
lived with him. ^he was accordingly called and sworn. Ska 
stated, that «hc knew nothing at nil about the cookboy. 
Being a^ked by the Prisoner^ what they used to pat into 
his vicMiita, to diiv** him to the situation In which he had 
been. !>he replied, that she never put any thing In bis 
virtnats, nor knew of any one that did. The Prhpner 
then said. Sometimes I used to get tictuali, which 
would atfrct me, in the same way, as if they were going 
U blow my head off ; and she tojd me one day, that what 
1 took had come from Xr#fAcr*r.” The WUntit denied 
having ever said so. She knew of no quarrel lubiisting 
between* Neither and th#* Prisoner, thing asked, in 
whrtt state o'f mind the’ Prisoner was at the time of the 
^murder, she said, that hit senses were good, but he eonu 
plained ef a pain in his loins and b^ad ; she never saw 
him out of his senses. 

Tile Prisoner then went on to state In a wild nndlnco* 
berent manner, that, on the Isl of March last, after having 
gone to the Sircar*! for ibo Rupees, and being told 
that be bad none, he went up to the l^rrackt, and got 
hree^or four drams of liquor, lie recollects no more of 
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wh«( paft at that timi*, until he waked in the night, atot 
missed his woman. Hi* went Xo Setjcant ]SeUhet*9 bong, 
alow, and found het there, with the hair off part of her' 
head. She said, he had been beating her. He washed her 
head neat inomiig, and there was no blood or hurt, but : 
only her hair cut olf. He had about him some chits 
draw money, which she was kicking up a dost abont t 
but, uheii tliey were found in his pocket, she becama 
c|uiet. From that tame to this, he hat every new and 
then been deranged. 

The Wiineni being questioned with respect to this 
Story, said, that, one day, the Prisontr got drunk at fbt 
Artillery barracks, and was brought home by two men. 
On that occasion, he struck the IVitntsi with a bamboo. 

She asked him what he had done with the money chit, 
that lie had with him ; to which he replied What is 
that to you? I threw it away and he then struck 
the IVitne^s with the bamboo. She then fled from fear to 
Serjcant.Major Hubbard* i bungalow, where she was found 
tr the Prisontr, She nerer afterwards obie^[td, that 
he was at ail out of Ids senses. 

Here the examination of the IVitnesses doted ; and 
the CiiivF JusTJCK proceeded to address the Jury, nearly 
to the following efTvct. 

** CiBNTLlMEN OW TUB JuRY; 

Serious af this case is in its nature, ills not, if you 
believe the fPiOteises whose testimony you have heard, 
a case of any diUlcMUy. The Prisoner at the Bar ip 
charged with the murder of a nan named Henry 
AVt/ber, by shooting him through the breast with a 
pistol, while sitting after supper in his bungalow ait

• cominitteil, it more diflind, I think, than any evidence

• wards faw him return to his own buugolow. Ikere were 
s4 |>eifoni, bcGdc KHiher^ in the bungalow at . lua 
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^ifineof the murder; fi*. Serjeant fFinkels^ Marp % 
Ntlife woman, and Iho C'howdree of (he baaar. Wiii^ 
keti was silling with his back to the door, and saer 
nolhiiiii;, until he heard the report of (he pUfol. |||[e 
**'th tuined round, and knew Jones from his coat, bpt 
** cl'ct ni>t sec hU face. The woman was so placed, that 
she could see Janet fioui the first, and she obserrod 
** his face ilislinclly ; she also knew liiin by his dresy, 
haring ofleii seen tiiiii in it before. The third person, 
** who was not one of the company, but was leaniitf 
on^ ^nikce*s chair at the time, swears |wsilivcly to 
ll»e Pit»oner*s person. There were still two other IPir/« 
nesses^ who •lisiiiictly saw /ones going away from AW* 
ther's bungalow, after he lud discharged Ike pistol, 
though they bad not %een him prcstously* And ike 
second of these two IViin^^sscs seen him so distinctly, aa 
to kuow and ftpeak to him. Five minutes afiei wattis, 
fVinkcU goes to his bungalow, where he finds the Pri* 
loner In his shirt, and the pistol hanging up, dirty and 
warm as if it had been just fired. There is also another 
circti instance, by which the crime is disiincllv fikod 
on the Prisoner ; Si that is, the cicUiualioii of Kcithifr^ 
who was sitfina <»ppi)sit« to the dour, and couseqvt‘n(ljr 
“ taw him when he fued. With ait th*'>e facts before 
you. (j«ii(l«meii. 1 think, extraortiiiiar) a:> this easels, 
there being itoiHott\e wh:it«'Vcr assigned for lh«j Pi'isotip^ 
er's conthict, 1 yet tkiiik it hardly possible, that you 
can have any reasonable doubt of Ikis guilt. From 
tne sftwy which ho hiv t«dd you, and from the gestures 
which he is now u«lu». I conclude, that he wishes you 
to believe, that he is insane, lusaiiily, when set up 
** in defence of a Pr/irarcr, is alwavf a plea to be 
suspci‘tcd. ' Hut insanity such as he puts on, is not of 
thrft kind, for whi h tlio l^w- mnkvt any allowance* He 
** tells you, that it began in dniiikennr.se, which was his 
own act, and which cannot therefore cluim that indut* 
€i geyce, which is granted cmly to ca'^en where the seiisee 
** are takf^n away by tlie band of (tod. lU sides, bit 
insanity is not proved by any fk'iinet$. Had he really 
been afllictad with stich a dhlemper, it is to be pre* 
** suyied, that his Officers would have seen him seemed 
and taken care of ;-*-ii wa<> llieir duly to do so, and 
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I liaTo no doubt but they would ha?e performed iti 
You are relieved however by the evidence, from all 
** difficulty on that head. Look to his conduct after the 
** murder, and see If it was the conduct of a madman^ 
In' mediately afier he fired the pistol, you are told 
** that he ran a\«ay. The insanity, which exempts a mao 
from the responsibility attached to his actions, is 
s* that insanity, which takes away the sense of moral good 
** an evil, it cannot exist, where a man flics after 
committing the crime, and immediately changes his 
** dress to avoid detection. The woman herself, the only 
fVitnesi nhom he has called, tel b you, that he had a 
pain in his Ioins and head when at Kiiriiaiil, but that 
his senses were always good. I am afraid thr*refore, 
** ymi can diaw no Inference from the defence which 
he has set up. unless it be, tint he is assuming insanity, 
to save himself from piiire^hnu iit You will consider the 
** evidence, (fenilemeii, and return such a verdict as you 
think it warrants.** 

After a very short deliberation, the Jury returned A 
verdict of *• The (’in pf Justice then pro « 

ceeded to pronotincethe sentence of the law. 

*** Hitgh Jone^ ; 

You have been ^niiid guilty cf the crime of murder, 
the piiiiishiiif nt for which is ileadi ; a pun shment, 
** which, ill your rase, the ('oiirt, in the conscientious 
discharge of (heir duty, cannot remit. By what provo« 
cation or incitement you were moved to this act, I am 
wholly at a loss to discover, iinles it was in the 
refusal of tho 300 Uupces, which yon state to have 
** been wiililield from you. But of this 1 am suret 
** that yon could have no provocgliou er incitement, which 
could ill any way be a miti*;ation of your offence, ft is 
** now indeed useless to enquire into your motives. God 
** atone can know them ; and to (lud alone you can now 
** «pl>esl for mercy. 1 hope you will pa^s the few hours 
of life, which yet remain to yon, in prayer. And, if 
** )ou have been foolish or wicked enough, to assume « 
Slate of mind, w th which* the Almighty has not afflicted 
V 11" by yw own intemperance you have tvec 
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V* Bon^plred lo brinj( it on, that i» another crlm^, for 
which you have lo afisw«*r. but for which alto* I hot'O^ 
I* you may ubUiii furgiveiiekt. It now only reniattif for 
me, to pass the sc«iiii*nco of the law, which is, that yon 
bo taken to the place from whence you came, and from 
theii^etothe place of eaecutioit, tUern to he liaiigofi 
by the neck until you are dead. May tbe Lord bavo 
t* mercy upon your soul!*’ 

This Prisoner appeared in Court, dressed in an old great 
coat, with his beard uiisliaved, and his whole asp* ct at ooco 
squalid and hardened m the extreme, lie had fieqiietilly 
a smile on his countenance, during die trial ; and beard 
the sentence pronounced with ihvtitost coitsunimate iindf* 
forence. ^ulue time after his return to piisuii howeeer» 
we understand, he became much atfcctcd, and of Ids own 
accord requested to have the atuiidance of a t’leig}nian« 
lie is ordered for eaccutiou, thU day. 

This trial was followed by that of .tivePri ales <4 
Artillery, charged with the mnroer of a Nat he near 
jbluttra, a case still more extraordinary anti aiiuiaous 
than the foregoing. Fi»ur o! the Prisoners were convitfedn 
nnd are ordered for etccuUoii at the same tiuie*witll 
Jone$* The tifih was acquitted. If our leisure permltiy

continued to carry on the plot, until the momont when 
they xame to put it in practice, when he shut up both tho 
thicvws, and srcuied them In his o^aslcr’i compound. 
)'he Jury found the Priionen guilty. 
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WilliaM Ilighlandf an Artillerjuaan^ wav then 
fee the robbery of a Native woman, wJiom he. wa 
accttsed of having deprived by force of one of her kilt 
ornaments. He was acq^aiCted. of the Rubber j ; buft 
found guilty of Larceny. This tcsal also shaii. be givfi|

1 have the honor to acqtiiinf you, ihaC after two forced 
mmhei fium Aunighaiit, (which we Icli on the lyih) we cjiae 
up with the eneitty jiitl at the morning dawned on the I9thp at 
the v.U^ge of Bohmoiy or Bowiiionv, diftant xj cofs io tht 
^Veftward of Buficwalio. 'I hey had licsrd of our approach 
from Aumghaut, but did not expeft os fo foon. They had divi* 
dfd their furce^ fortnmg two vrcti chofen pnfittoiii, wnhin 30J 
or 400 yards Of each other ; one poll ^coiifi(tiiig of all llieir 
Caifatry, and from 4 to 500 Infantry, under i.iiichniufi and 
Ifiininiii Sing, occupying a g<ove of trees ftirrcunded by a very 
deep ravine, and the other of a or 300 Intautry, the vitUgd 
uf Bubmoryt under (as waa laid,} Onirao Sing, the uepbewof 
Gupaiil. 

At we had cerredi inlormation of the Ilf nation of the ground 
in their vii iiiiiy, the difpoiiroii for the attack had been prevL 
oufly arranged— .ai fuoii therefore, at ihe I glut of the gtove wrro 
fCeni the U'valry advanced at a gallop loiitid the grove, beiwccn 
it and the* liilaee, and palfed Ibo raviiie> about 150 yardt 
to ihc right o( (lie foriner. By thi» LMe, ike eiiefny 'a Cavalry 
had formed, their infantry hdving coniipenccd a (mart but ill 
diiefted (ire, at we crolfed (he Ravine, and I'ecrocd inclined to 
Hand, rot knowing, 1 prelume, the objcCI of this deiutir 00 
their right, or that wc were aware of Ihe favine, but the mo- 
ment they perceived it, they began 10 move off. A general 
charge was immediately made, our flanks bemg covered each 
by a (ub^divifion, which according to the difiicfiuon for ilie aitack» 
liad orders to porfue full Ipeed, fupported by the regular advance^ 
af fall as poflible of the niain body— bu* fuch was the general or* 
der, that it was impodiblr, as is 100 Often the cafe, to reflraiw 
St, and wt palTcd over 5 or d cofs of ground before Rein could 
he palled op, dellrtfyiiig a great part off the enemy’s Cavalry, 
amohgB whom were feveral of the liifeiior Chiefs, btil I much 
regret, that Himmur and Luchtnuo Sing, arc faid to have e(caped| 
and Ol^rao Slog ^had, as was j^^afterwaras foand| gone oft in the 
oigbt. 
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Til the mean time, the Infantry fiipport^d by thega 1 In|ief, 
had advanced towardi tite grove, two conipairies in open coliimn, 
and the remarning two in one line Cl grand divifnm at the fatn# 
diftaiice, m llirir rear* The enemy's Infantry opened a f mart 
fire upon ibem, whi^ did no execution, and continued if, rill 
the Gohiitiii deploying in confcqtience of the lavine, and advancing 
with recovered arms, having orders not to fire a (hot till withm 
twenty paces Of the enemy, gave a clofe difchuige in line, which 
wiih a round or' two from the Galloper fell io lu j^ y, that they 
bioke iiiiinediately and difperfed, on all ftdet Ac this inomertt 
nuich execution was done, and had the Kavuic nor retarded ex- 
tremely the paflage of the Infantry into the prose, i am per. 
fuaded very few ot the enemy woiiUi hive cUnped. The Cavalry 
returning trom the piiifuit, cm up many ot the flragglers s aa 
foon as the Infantry had carried the giovc and locally dilnerfed 
the enemy, they halted, ai fuitber purluit, by them, would have 
been improper, the OKicera and men being much fatigued ; and 
maihe village was yet to be ftormed, many of the enemy*# 
Infantry had retreated into it. 

WiiRin the Village was a Brick Buckree, new and in perfedl 
repair, which would have been impregnable to our force, had. iht 
enemy known how to defend it ; tlicy kept up a finari but ill di« 
rented hie upon the Infantry, they advanced, until they arrived 
under cover of the houfes of the village, and having placed the 
Galloper oppotiie one of the gates, a fliut or two fo terrified the 
enemy; di.d they iimuediately called tor quarter and fuirendered 
at difcTi'rioii i from so to 30 of the enemy were killed in the 
village Biickiec before they furrendered. It would be difficult 
10 do juttice to the met its of l*ieufcnant Duncan, whocommao* 
ded the Infantry, as well as Lieutenants Maxwell, Jeffreys and 
Col^nhoun, 00 this occalion, but when it is eonfidered that they 
and the men were much f itigiied before they firft law the enemy, 
their preferving fpint, I doubt nor, will dc fully appreciated. 
Lieutenant Waugh and Cornet Bontetn a8cd with then ufual gaU 
laniry, at did all the N itive Officers and men of the Detachment 
of Cavalry j Ally Neck Beg, Jemindar of the 6fh Troops, nar- 
rowly efcaped the f'pear of one of the dnamy's firdars %vho attack- 
ed bnii. He carried our flandard, with the pike of which ho 
unhorfed him, and tiie next moment laid him dead on the ffeld* 

The enemy have loft on this occafian on the iiioft €orre£l 
calculation, upwards of aoo killed and wounded and too priioneis s 
of the latter I have detained only fix, who ate laid to be Cliiefs 
of uule uttder Gopaul, and fomeof them perfonally related 10 liina 
& to Lutchmun Sing. A great l|uantity of matchlocks, fworda, 
tpears, baggage, bullocks, horfes, &c. Ac. have fallen into our 
hinUa. Ihe Buckree ne have defiroyed, andweuld alfehave 
fired the village,' lui from ftom otoiives of humanity to^ ihe 
wouuded. 
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, 1 exiifincly we have ro Alliflant Surgeon on Oic famo 
I iccoiinri ai ih^ir i^ounds many of \%t}ich require amputation, eao 
•*- only be dicfled, and arc cuuftqurnily become mortal. 

[' It wa« mt ioifiiiinn until I bad fc-en the qftroiind to hivo firfl 
atf^cknl the Villat'e, but rircumAaiice& were fueb that we ihoutd 
>.onlv hnve ioU lime, as *he Village lay 400 yardi further ufi tbt 
point of otir ap|>ro<tcli than the grove. 

After lenving Ramnoghiir, I had intelligenre of t^o Cavalry 
and a hodv of M^tcbincka belonging 10 the Chief of Chercorra^ 
being nt neer.ipo*e, fiiieiidirig tojoin us } I innan ly (em them 
Orders to h'' at PurMwahr, <»nd acquainted iho Chief ilui we 
Aioiild b** at 'h.it dnnng the night. Rlit althoiiuh they had 
feveriil );oti>it n:c more tli*n enough, they did not join m iilt 
late ill the evening of the iqtli. Had ihefe people come up, it 
was mv int'iit'on to have formed two fepara'e hrdiei of Cavalry^ 
and left me of thrin lu cut up theF.nemy's Infamry on ihetf 
difperfion. P.ntaaihev cid net, wv attention was entirely dirr^ed 
to tlie oprr.i(<oi(s in ihe grove, tdl contrary to mjr expectation, 
ihctr Cav^ilry ;«t orce leparaicd from the Infantry, and it berome 
obvtofis that out fcpatmtioii r.otild he attrnded with no liaanrd. tt 
Is my duty to (.ly that had the C'hiicotree ChirPs propie dono 
their dmy,it it ex«rpmely probable the Ri.emy’s Force, Cavalry 
and Infaritry, would have been totally deflroyed.

His Exctitettcy landed 
at Chauodpaul v haut about 7 o*cloi:k, oader a salute of 
17 gnus from the ramparts ; and was received' by Major* 
General Macan» and the staff of the PresTdency anff 
GarrisoB. He walked from the ghaut to the Gorerhnieiit* 
house^ along a street formed by Mis Majesty's kdtii 
Foot| and the other troops bow on duty here ; and was 
entertained by Lord Minto^ at a public breakfast. The 
Governroeiu coaeh was la waiting at the ghauti and 
conveyed General He wet Pa family to the Governmetit* 
bouse. His Excellency^ we are happy te say, appears 
in perfect health. 

On the tth current, at a young -man was drltlng • 
buggy through the Bow Baaar, his course was interrupted 
by softie bullocks crossing the retd ;*and, the horse atari* 
Ing suddenly back, he was tlirown out with tioleace int# 
the street. He pitched on his head, and nearly the half 
of his scalp was torn off, by 'the force with which he stmolg 
the ground.

from the corner of her handkerchief, the Court directed 
the Jury to acquit tha Prftofter on this Indiatment, and 
ordered that a new bill should be preferred against hitt 
for Robbefy. 

Mbfigisu^ and Khoidar were then trieb* for a Bnrgfarj 
eommltted on the warei-hnuse of Messrs. Joseph Taylof 
and Co* The facts were sufficiently brought home to tho 
Prisoners; who. It appeared, had made their bay iht# 
the compouud by nteant of a laddst of ropes, and from 
thence had entered the ware-house* A piece of Persian 
iilk, which they carried off, was found afterwards in their 
possession. It being necessary, howeter, to support tho 
charge ef Burglary, that the oflbnce ahoald hare been 
dOmmitted during the night, and no obierr ation of the pre- 
mises hating bean taken from the hour of 4 P. M. until 8 
on the followlitg moining, when the robbery was discover- 
ed, the Court were of opinion, that, part of the day thui 
remaining unaccounted for, there was no sufficient proof 
to convict tho Prisoners of Burglary. The Jury accor* 
dkifiy found them Guilty of Grand Larceny.’’

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IfftMifT pt the cfse wat rerjr ahort The Priton^r wee 
in Officer in the Cot»paiijf*c aertie#, nad, at the tiM of 
the accideut io qetatioQy waa proceedipg op the liver M 
certice. Ha lat out in hU budgeroo^rom Barrack poff^ , 
in the afternooRy and had jpst come to for the eight of^ 
poaite to Cliaodernagore, wliaOy tero tahing boall 
chancSog to pass, he called one of them alooga^dpi 
and enquired if thej had any tlih. They rfpliedy 
they bad nonei and theu stood away again. Preaeatlr 
aftrrwarda, the Prisoner camo out of hU eabiny ana 
Mked if the beat was gone. On being iiifcirmed that ft 
wasy he called alter it; and, the people making no an* 
gwer, he threatened to ftre at them, if they would not 
return. He accordingly took a musquet belonging to ono 
of the Sepoys on board. Whether it was brought ont 
to him by the Sepoy, or whether he himself went Into 
the cabin and took it, might perhaps be left doobtfaU 
it would be quite distinctly prored, thdt d/r. JH/oe# 
loaded the pi«*ce, levelled aqd liyed it at the people oi| 
beard the fishfng.beaty one of whom Igr seTertly'wouoded* 
The man was now recotertng; bat that circumstance wail 
tiot at all fer the Jury’s consideration. The only twot 
questions, which they had to try, wore, firit, wWther 
the Prisoner letelled the gun at the people in the bonfp^ 
& secondly, whether he fired it wilfully and maliciootly. Oil 
the former heady M a. Smith conceived, they could havo 
mo dl^lirulty ; as the fact of hie having woiindod n 
man, W 4 S of itself a sufficient proof of the shot haviiqp 
been aimed. As te the other question, Mn. Smith did 
ceiUinly admit it to bo very diffieuU to believe, that 
a genfiemaiiy an Officer, a Christian, a person esteemed 
mud cherished ( is the Prisoner was said to be) by those 
with .whom he associated, shontd have fired a mtisqnefy 
*iinder such circumstances, with an Intention cither to kill 
or to inflict great bodily harm on those agaitiat whom It 
was directed. But, if on Iho one hand, it was difficnitid 
Irnputo such an infemlon to the Prisoner^ it mast be n^ 
snitted, on the other hand, that his acts pressed hard op* 
on him. Had be intended only to frighten the boatmeo, ft 
wontd have been sufficienty ono would, thinK, to hat# 
barged bis place with a little powder. ' Thal| on the 
footrprji bo ibottid have ioadgd with bally ftredy and 
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ifroiitiiil^d OM of the men, accident, and withonr aflj 
malicioiii intention, appeared to Mr. SmIth to be at leart 
as hard to believe, as that he should have entertained 
such ail intention, jf the Jury, after hearing the evi 'eacoi 
should bn of opinion, that the Prisoner^ by flriog hSi 

S iece, ttieaut only to frighten the boatmen, they would 
iicbarge thyir tiuif by a^qoitting him. But, if they 
fhpuid be satisfied, that he was even for a moment actuated 
by SttchinalK'iuus purpu<«e as Mii. SMtm had described, 
they would find that verdict, which the law and the cir* 
cumsUncos of the case called for* 

Lieitienant Si. John Heard was the first IVUneu eal* 
led. He stated the Prisoner to be a Scotchman by birth, 
and an Ofiicer in the Company’s service. Being questU 
oned by Mu* Fciigusson, Counsel for the Prisoner^ as 
to the JPrttoner’r character, he said, that his character 
was very good, and he always considered him to be of 
8 humane disposition* 

Jeoeinti, a Pandee belonging to the budgerow on wbich 
lieuiena^i Iflack had set out from Barrackpore for Be*, 
pares, deposed, that about di|ik on the evening of their de« 
paittt're, having come to near Chaiideraagore, a fishing- 
boat passed, and Afr« B/ocAr ashed the pcoplp on board, 
haw far off Gunta ghaut was. They answered, about a 
gun. shot ; and the boat then cast off and was pro- 
ceeding away, in a westerly direction towards Chan*, 
deroagore*. Mr. Black having come out of his cabin, 
iho people of the budgerowsaid to him, There, 
they are going.” On this Afr. Black ordered them to 
bring a gun and bail* The Witness^ who was , standing 
OB the roof of the budgerow, and iisteniing to what wan 
going 00, saw ono of Uie Sepoys bring a gun, which 
Mr. Black loaded. It was then just dark enough to light 
candles ; and the fishing.boat was about as far distant 
fcom the budgerowi as a tree, which the Witness pointed 
'out on the plain, wu disUot frem the spot where ho 
then stood* The IFilftCff taw the boat distinctly, and 
could see idso two men who were on board. Mr. Blaek 
fired and, immediately, one of thomcn In the boat Waa 
distinctly board by the Wilnese^ I omhUv 
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Mr* Black theu called again Iwica to tiia boat. 
|^bVla» iaving A«, ao ;** but they held on, their 
cottfse to Chandefn:iaore, without makitig any 
The people of tl.r Taiinah presently afterwaids camo 
aloiigsitie in their irmaey, and said to Mr, Mtackf who 
was then in the room of the badaerow, that they weio 
lent by the hurrah iuhib at Chandernagorei to requivo 
the atteiitiance of a g<*iitieman| who had khot a fither* 
man. The Prisoner answered, 1 have not shot 
oufi — 1 know iiuibing about lt,-^go away.** 

On his oro'S eiamination, the BVitfiosf added, that 
the Sepoy, who de'ivered the niuMpiei to the Prisoner^ 
is now ill t?oiirr, but he (the tVitnesh) deel not knew 
his name. There was another Sepoy staiicllng as aenCrjf 
at the door of the rahiii ; and all the ^«poya (of whom 
there were %\x and an llavildaron board ) were alli>wed tw 
go into the cabin, to get their arms. There was an Ilia* 
doostanee lady on boaid ; but she was in tlie after oabia^ 
All the Sepoys saw what pu'ised ; but they denied it, wheii 
they were sworn at Chiiisiirah. It was a gurree after 
dark, when the boar in question came to ; and it wae qnll# 
dark, when they rearhed UhaiHernagotr* They had got 
to a considerable di^fance, when the nan was Wododi^* 
Another dingey, which was in company, but had never 
been alongside of the badgerow, continued to proceed id 
the same direction with this dingey, butaliftle ahead. 
The Police’ people came shortly after. Mr, Uloek'jf 
hearer had asked the people of the dingey, if they bed 
any fish ; but they replied, that they had none, 

Mahoiamtil AlUo^ Mangeo of Liouttnani OtaeVo 
budgerow, related the same story as the former tFUnctif 
bet in a more circa niatahtUI gud cenisectcd manner. Re 
•atated, that Mr, Rfoc/r himself asked the peopfe int^ 
dhifeyt whether they had any fish on hoard ; and, being 
told that they had none, he roiiirucd into his cabin* The 
JMog^y-wallah, having ^Q orders to the contrary, then caat 
off* And^ about fi minuter aftci wards. Sit, Uluck cane 
Oateg^***^*^ enc|uiieil where Ut«* Uiu gey. wall ab wai. 
The.bervaoit replied, that he <ui«ig away. Mr, fjliaek 
then desired them to call bun back j which they, did^ but 
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rccelfcd no answer* On (hts the Prisoner said, If 
they wont come, 1 will shuqt them.’* Ttte words ho ase(| 
were, Um bundook mateuga.** 

Mr. FkrgussoA subniiited, that, the word oosko> 
being here oiui tied, the PW 4 ftfiiir 4 * had onf> expressed au 
intention to fire oft' the piece. On a iefert.iice to the 
Interpreter of the Court however, it appeared, (hat tho 
phrase in questiuii is only eniplujred to t x precis an 
intciitiou of hitting some pet son. It' the prisoner had 
me reljr meant tosaj^, that he would fire eft the gun, he 
Mould have used the woids axsas kartia. 

The IVitness went on to state, that, after speaking to 
thin effect^ thf P/ went into the cahiii. And the 
Witness, who in the nieytn time had gone asteiu, nud 
Mas standing near the rtuinpr with hi^ back to the Prim 
eon 1 % immediately hoard the report of the gun, anil, 
turning round, saw (he smoke close to pne side of the 
budgeruw, apparently issuing from the Venetians, whicl| 
were open. 3/r« lUttek tlieu cama up on deck, and 
desired the Daiulee to call to the Fisherman ; which he did, 
saying, FiMier iiiaa, come ; Sahib calls you ; he will 
not beat you.” The Witness could then sec the boat, 
but nut very distinctly* One of the two who were pi^ 
board replied, My nait is killed.’^ 

On his cross.exauilnation, the Witness further saKI, 
that'the tishing..boat was 50 paces distant from the budge* 
row, when AJt\ lUack fired. The words used by tha 
iV/roAcr, when he threatened to shoot the boal-p eopla, 
could not have been h<'ard by t(icm, and were not ad« 
dressed to any person in particular. The Witness turned 
round, immediately after Mr. Uiack fired; and, had he 
Hred from (htdeck^ the Witness must have seen him* 

Joyfnarruin^ Fishennan, brother of Humchaund^ stated, 
that he was preboiit in the boat, when his brother was 
wounded. 'They were going to Hautpore to spread their 
nets, when a gentleman calteil out to them from a builge«t 
row, to ask hou far the place was from Chandercfagore* 
The Witness replied, that C handernagore was about a rgach 
oflT* The gentleman then called to (he Witness again, and 
desired him to b&iug his boat alongside tht budgerow« 
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li« M ihe fivMUmitn not saying any ihwg i($ 

hinif he ast off ai^ain, ainl /^nin j a *ay. He heard th# 

people of Ihe boat sav fo the j;.‘«Memaii, “ The Fishcrmeii 
or* running away on whirli t!w gentleman ahot tho 
VPtfn^ss^s brrk<h* V with a halt, whi«-h entered near the 
junction of his arm wi h his chest. 'I he dingey trio at fhio 
lime about 25 mbits distant from the budgerow. Tho 
iVitnfsa does not recognize the /ViVoner’t person. Wheia 
Ihc went al ngside, ihe Prisoner spohe to him 

fiom the r.ibin of h*s hudgerow. After the shot wao 
fired, the tP’^itnes^ di.l nnt hear Ihe people of the budgeroir 
call him back. He was afraid, and proceeded to Chander* 
nogore. 

jif, Jean Jacnnes Snwholf^ burgeon at Chandernagorei^' 
described the wound on the Fisherman’s shoulder, whick 
he was called fo examine on the exening of the accident* 
He extracted the lull, about 20 days afterwards ; and 
supposed, from Hpp«*arance, (hat it might weigh an 
ounce. Tht mm \\ n iw entirely out of danger. 

Here the evidence dosed. AnJ. the Prisoner havinf^ 
declined making any defence, Sir William BoRRouGHi 
proceeded lo charge Ihe Jury in the following teriu<« 

Gentlemen of ihe Jnr^f ;

** tiofi of overy Judge who has held his Majesty’s com* 
miifion hero, 1 should be inclined to doubt, whother 
be correctly f.>an{ied. But hav*nj received that 
sanction, it Is now coo lotow to cuui'^nd against it* 

** The statute in question has generally been e nsMer* 
eik as of a very p^Miai natuve. Tet, in a moral point 
of view, I rertoialy cannot think, that there Is oitioh 
‘‘ diiilaction between the crime of a man, who wilfolljr 
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•• anJ ^ maliciously shoots at another, '^ith an inteniioO 
to kill or maim him| but who duos not actually 

causa bis dca|h, and the crime of him, who^ 
firing, ipilicts a wound, of which the person dies* 
The guilt of the criminal is in his mind ; —it does 

** not depend on the event. And, if, by the skill of 

a Surgeon, or by the act of God, the life of the raan^ 
whom he has wounded, chances to be preserved, 
that circiiinstancA dues not in any degree take away 
from file malicious intention, with which the shot 
was aiiticd. The chief (|iicslto» therefore, which on 
** this indictment you have to t. v, is, whether the 

** Prisoner did wilfutly and malictuMs y. (and i<y the word 
M maliciountff^ I mean that deliberalr wickc»anr‘s uf m!ail 
which i* called malice prepense in law,) level and 6ro 
this loaded inusqiiet at the person whom he is stated to 
havewot^ded. And that question mar i>e subdivided 
•• into three others ; 1st, whetlurhi: Sie»i wilfiilly ; 2dly, 
** whether he ftrrd nulicionsly, in the Ic;;*) sen^e that 
I have now stated ; and 3dly, whether he ijired at the 
person named in the indict oii ut* 

As to the first, yon c.inn iC doubt, T think, from 
the irr.contradieted proofs before you, that he fired 
** wilfully, and not accidentally ; and as to the second 
•* quest on, you must coUeet from all the circumstances, 
whether be fired iDaliciously. But it i* my duty to tell 
s* you, (hat, as tho hvart of man can he known only by 
** his arts, the <aw always infers malice, where the act of 
(he /Vtsenc** shews an unprovoked and criminal disre- 
gard of th'* lives of others. Here, there was no pro* 
vocation whatever, that could give rise to sudden 
anger in any welUregulated mind, or that would atfbrd 
•« the least excuse* And I cannot put the question to a 
better test, than by considering, whether this would 
hate been a case of murder, if the the man had iKed of 
** the wound ; and that the crime would, in that event* 
** have been murder, cannbt in point of law admit of 
«« doubt. 

The last qnestion for your consideration is, wkethev 
the Prisoner aimed at the person, whom he wounded* 
** If he aimed at the boat in which the person was 
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^rttinv^ thaf Vircunistanrc » in point of law quito 
4 utli('icnt to m tiiKain, that he aimed at the iocit. 
vi.'iiMi 111 lu in (i.u ^liou. Anil it^esta with iht* Pri- 
iuw/'/ to sh<‘\v, that he f^ither aimed over hii hraiJ or 
at ikonie other ohjiict, and that hti» hittiiii; (ha 
person arose fruni soma coiUiaral acridi^tit, Mdiich 
he couid not foresr«* or avert. ‘IMu* thu VtLwutr has 
“ not done. It therefore your dufy to iufer, fliat 
he did aim at the person, %vhoni the batt siiui k. 
Having stated l!ie law« his Lordsliin then proi erdod (a. 
rccapilulate the e\iilence, whirh it would le^t with the. 
%lury to s.iy, whether th* y believed ur nut. On (he l.-s. 
liiiiony given by Lieutenant fleaiil to the Pt i%uner*Jt . 
ciiariicter, he observetl, that evidence of cliitracler wue 
always of groat weight, in cases where there was any doubt 
as to (he facts. And in every such casa a ni^ui ought tci. 
have the full benefit of the good character,^ which in fact 
lie put chases by the preceding tenor of his life, lint 
dence of character wa« quite in vain, where the facta, 
were clearly and plainly proved. Men of tin: best cinu 
racier had been known, in particular inslallc.o.^« to depart 
from their usual course, and to cummil tiio most Heinous 
crimes. The demeinour of the Pruouei\ as ihey niuit 
all have been happy to ubseive, did him gieat credit, aiiit 
cotifinned the excellent chaiactcr win* U wax gisi-a him by. 
I^is hi other OlTicers ; but even that did not atf^ct the facts, 
which had been proved in c\idfiu'«% 11 ih Lordship ap.^ 
poured much ah^cted in thii putt of his di.tig**, »nd, 
after some pauM*, p'roceeded to (ho testimony of ih« [).ini!<u 
and ^^ang•*o, who were on board tho f*t Loucp's bu*, 
gerow at thff’tinn* of the aeeidciit. If the h< |{f>ys deiiiid 
th^•ir kiiowlcii^;>' of the business, when ei.iiwim d al ('hau. 

' dernagorc, he wai very happy to (ind, that ih y h id not 
b*‘eii brought to deny it here, as, in his leM .siiip'h opirit. 
911, jhat would have deeply aggraval.ul tho ofi'ence^ of 
which the i^iVoric/’ Sitood accused. As to the vaiiations 
which appeared in the narraiures of the different L't/Mcfvc«, 
the only question, which the Jury had t>> consider, was 
W'hethcr (bey were such vaiulions as F-huiild induce (hton 
to doubt the inatii story. Tho wordi Urn humtauk 
»wa 7 vn«frt/' ii 5 cd by the Pn'foncr, ^ri vious to the dis.

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Yfition of his intention, raihor than as ‘a menace. The 
JVifnt'Sxr^ ha i stated, that these words were not so sroken, 
as to be lit'ard by arj* of the people in the fish'ng.boat. 
Pitt however this miaht be, he thousht there could be no 
clonb'. (h:it <he Priaonfr^ in nsin? this expriSMim. meant 
to Siiv. that he would shoot at the men in the hhat.

inboaiigang on the ^^td of August. We remained there 
tor one month ; at the end of which period, the C»a« 
veriior of the place gave us a galby, to convey us to 
Manilla, where wc arrived on the lOih ultimo, after 
a piis^a^e of JO da)t. The Ca|)4ain and Chief OfK. 
cer, however, were cumpelleil by bad health to remain 
at Samboangang, ttiiiif another opportunity iliould 
oli«r, for coming on to thi^ place. 

What with hunger and what with fatigue, ( can 
assure you, this accident has very nearly cost us our
